PART  A.   BOOKS  AND  LIBRARIES 

I,  GAS  and  the  Alliance  for  Progress 

Sr.  Galo  Plaza  Lasso  of  Ecuador  and  Dr.  M.  Rafael  Urquia  of  El  Salvador 
were  elected  Secretary  General  and  Assistant  Secretary  General  respectively 
and  assiimed  of  fie."'  in  a  special  ceremony  of  the  Council  of  the  OAS  on  May  I8, 
1968. 

Barbados  has  become  a  member  of  the  OAS,  bringing  to  three  the  number  of 
English-speaking  nations  (U.S.,  and  Trinidad  and  Tobago). 

With  the  deposit  by  Ambassador  Sol  L.  Linowitz,  Representative  of  the 
United  States  on  the  Council  of  the  OAS,  on  April  26,  I968,  of  the  instrument 
of  ratification  of  the  Protocol  of  Amendment  to  the  Charter  of  the  OAS,  the 
U.S.  became  the  fifth  member  state  to  do  so.  The  new  Charter  will  enter  into 
force  after  it  has  been  ratified  by  two- thirds  (I5)  of  the  OAS  membership. 
Under  the  revised  Charter,  the  Inter-American  Council  on  Education,  Science 
and  Culture  will  replace  the  present  Inter-American  Cultural  Council  and  will 
have  increased  authority  for  annual  meetings  and  the  annual  review  of  the 
budget  of  the  OAS  within  its  scope  of  interest. 

The  Fifth  Meeting  of  the  Inter-Americ-in  Cultural  Council  met  in  Maracay, 
Venezuela,  in  February  I968  to  draw  up  plans  for  new  Regional  Programs  of 
Educational  Development  and  of  Scientific  Development  called  for  by  the 
I^eclaration  of  the  Presidents  in  Punta  del  Este  in  196? •  Resolutions  of  the 
Council  included  the  creation  also  of  a  Regional  Program  of  School  and  Univer- 
sity Library  Development  as  a  pc;.rt  of  the  educational  development  program  and 
for  the  planning  of  a  Regional  Program  of  Cultural  Development.  Members  of  the 
new  Executive  Committee  to  be  responsible  for  both  the  educational  and  scientific 
development  programs  will  be  selected  in  June  I968.  The  Committee  for  Cultural 
Action  of  lACC  will  meet  in  July  I968  to  begin  work  on  developing  the  plan  for 
cultural  development. 

The  "Quito  standards"  drawn  up  by  a  group  of  experts  meeting  under  OAS 
auspices  in  Quito,  Ecuador,  November  29  to  December  2,  1967»  on  the  Preserva- 
tion and  Utilization  of  Monuments  and  Sites  of  Artistic  and  Historical  Value 
called  for  by  the  196?  Declaration  of  the  Presidents  at  Punta  del  Este,  were 
reaffirmed  by  the  Inter- American  Cultural  Council  at  its  February  I968  meeting » 
The  establishment  of  an  inter-American  program  for  the  protection  and  utiliza- 
tion of  the  cultural  heritage  was  recommended.  Member  states  were  called  on  to 
take  necessary  measures  to  protect,  restore,  and  utilize  the  cultural  heritage, 
including  both  monuments  and  movable  objects,  and  to  cooperate  among  themselves 
in  taking  measures  to  prevent  illicit  traffic  of  cultural  properties  by  such 
means  as  establishing  an  inter-American  convention  on  the  matter.

Collaboration  of  the  0A3  v/ith  the  Government  of  Spain  in  the  indexing 
of  the  Archives  of  the  In  lies  was  also  approved  at  the  Karacay  Conference. 
(See  B^V.2  )  In  a-.dition  to  the  fi'"='  specific  projects  approved  for  the 
educational  development  program,  top  priorities  were  ascribed  to  textbooks 
and  teaching  aids,  and  university  and  school  libraries  ar.ong  others.  Highest 
priority  is  to  be  given  to  adiilt  education  and  literacy  in  the  educational 
development  program. 

The  Florida  legislature  recently  approved  a  law  authorizing  its  Secretary 
of  State  to  extend  assistance  to  the  GAS  for  the  maintenance  of  a  regional 
office  in  that  state.  Secretary  of  State  Tom  Adams  proposed  to  the  OAS  the 
creation  in  Florida  of  an  Institute  of  Latin  American  Studies  for  orientation 
purposes  and  linguistic  training  for  both  UoS,  students  going  to  Latin  Ar:eri- 
ca  and  Latin  American  students  coming  to  the  U.S.  Florida,  furthermore,  has 
an  Alianza  affiliation  with  Colombia  for  mutual  cooperation  and  assistance. 

The  OAS  has  an   agreement  with  the  Institute  of  Hispanic  Culture,  Madrid, 
for  four  fellowships  each  year  for  advanced  research  in  the  history  of  the 
Americas,  to  be  carried  out  in  Spain,  The  stipend  is  about  SlOO  a  month,  but 
no  transportation  is  provided.  Applicants  must  be  working  tovn.rd  a  doctoral 
dissertation,  or  recognized  scholars  or  professors  of  histor>'.  This  supple- 
ments the  regular  program  of  the  OAS  for  citizens  of  the  U.S.  and  Latin  Ame- 
rica for  advanced  study  or  research  in  any  member  state  of  the  OAS  other  tlian 
the  candidate's  own.  Candidates  must  apply  six  months  in  advance  of  the  date 
on  which  they  propose  to  begin,  with  two  annual  deadlines,  December  31?  and 
June  30.  For  further  information,  Technical  Secretary,  OAS  Fellowship  Program, 
Pan  American  Union,  Washington,  D.C,  20006. 

The  OAS  has  created  in  the  Pan  American  Union  an  office  on  OAS  associa- 
tions, which  collaborated  in  planning  the  First  Regional  Conference  on  the  OAS 
and  the  Allisuice  for  Progress  in  New  Orleans,  April  30- May  2  as  part  of  the 
celebrations  of  the  Crescent  City.  The  occasion  marked  the  dedication  of  the 
new  International  Center  of  New  Orleans.  Similar  conferences  aro  being  plan- 
ned to  discuss  the  several  aspects  of  economics  social  and  cultural  development 
in  Latin  America  and  the  achievements  of  the  Alliance  for  Progress. 

I.l.  Library  Development  Program  of  the  Pan  American  Union 

Little  in  the  way  of  storage  and  retrieval  of  information  and  knowledge 
in  reference  to  and  for  application  in  Latin  America,  from  kiddies'  books  to 
computers,  can  be  ignored  in  the  day-^'-day  operations  of  the  Library  Develop- 
ment Program.  Chief  concern  is  for  the  improvement  of  library  training  facil- 
ities both  for  Latin  ilmerican  librarians  and  for  U.S.  librarians  involved  or 
wishing  to  be  involved  in  Latiii  American  and  international  collections  c^ 
librariansh -.p ;  and  much  attention  continues  to  be  given  to  the  Inter- American 
Library  School  in  Medelltn,  Colombia,  to  collaboration  with  the  University 
of  Puerto  Rico  in  the  creation  of  a  new  graduate  level  library  school,  to 
promoting  graduate  level  library  schools  in  countries  of  Latin  America,  to 
issuing  manuals  and  other  publications  useful  in  library  school  teacliing, 
and  to  highlighting  in  reports  and  memoranda  the  international  problems  in- 
volved in  the  training  of  librarians.  ■ 
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The  adrninistratiy-  centralization  of  university  libraries  and  attention 
to  research  as  a  iiniv..i-sity  functivon  continues  to  be  pu-T.uec'.o   .activities  in 
support ''of  the  improvement  cf  'bibliography  and  the  booktrade  is  carried  out 
largely  through  secretariat  support  for  the  Seminars  on  the  acquisition  of 
Latin  American  Library  Materials  and  participation  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Government  Advisory  Committee  on  International  Book  and  Library  Programs  and 
the  Inter-Agency  Book  Co;?.n'.ittee'e  l"'ask  Force  en  Ijot'.i.  Airicjiica,  and  thj?ough 
activities  related  to  Bcolts  lor  the  People  I'\ind,  Inc.,  and  Project  LjiEH 
(See  Part  A,  II. 1  and  XII) 

The  Lista  de  enc.bezaijientos  de  materia  para  bihliotccas  (Manuales  del 
biblicteco.rio  no.  6)  was  issued  in  3»G0C;  copies,  in  tlirce  volui-nes,  tv;o  of 
terms  and  the  third  an  index  in  £nr;lish  to  the  Spanish  terms,  and  almost 
immediately  v/ent  out  of  print.  It  is  to  bo  reprinted  early  in  Fiscal  1969 ^ 
Srta.  £inraa  Linares  cf  Argentina  was  contracted  for  three  months  in  1963  to 
compile  the  first  supplement  to  the  list,  which  will  go  to  press  soon. 

The  Clasificaci6n  decimal  ae  Dev;ey  para  pequeiias  bibliotecas  publicag 
y  escolares , (Manuales  del  bibliotecario  noa  3)  translated  and  adapted  for 
Latin  America  by  Joseiina  Mayol,  was  issued  jointly  by  the  Pan  American  Union 
and  Forest  Press,  Inc.,  and  3»000  copies  were  distributed  free  by  the  PAU. 
Other  copies  must  be  purchased  from  Forest  Press  in  Lake  Placid  Club,  i;.  Yo, 
which  financed  the  work  and  is  holder  of  the  copyrif;ht« 

Work  has  been  all  but  completed  on  the  translation  of  the  --Anglo-American 
Cataloging  Code  which  will  be  issued  as  ^ianuales  del  bibliotecario  no.  7^ 
In  press  and  in  preparation  are  two  works  on  special  libraries,  and  a  transla- 
tion into  Portuguese  of  the  Spanish  edition  of  Alexander  and  Burke's  MStodos 
de  investigaci6n  (Manuales  no.  3) • 

A  draft  plan  for  the  proposed  Regional  Program  on  School  and  University 
Library  Developn^ent  includes  funds  for  the  compilation  of  a  list  of  books  for 
Latin  American  university  libraries  (LILIBU) .  A  study  is  being  made  of  how 
effective  assistance  can  be  given  to  libraries  in  Latin  America  trying  to 
acquire  U.S.  books  and  other  publications  not  locally  available. 

1.2.  Inter-American  Program  for  the  Development  of  Agricultural  Libraries. 

The  proposed  new  program  of  the  Inter-American  Institute  of  Agricultiiral 
Sciences  for  agricultural  library  development,  described  in  Progress  Reports 
1967 1  was  discussed  at  the  August  196?  meeting  of  the  Committee  for  Latin 
America  of  the  International  Federation  for  Documentation  in  Mexico  and 
further  refined  at  the  round  table  meeting  on  the  program  in  Lima  in  196? » 

Recommendations  for  action  of  the  Lima  meetiiig  covered:  I.  PIDBA,  lo 
Planning  and  coordination,  2.   Inter-American  qooperation,  Coordination  with 
AIBDA;  II.  Training  of  personnel  and  Development  of  natiorjal  leadership,  1.

Projects  under  way  of  PIDBA  (Programa  Interamericano  de  -^esarrollo  de 
Bibliotecas  Agricolas)  include:  1)  index  of  books  in  Spanish  on  agricultural 
sciences  (some  1600  titles  thus  far) ;  2)  list  of  symbols  for  agricultural 
inst'-.tutions  (some  1500  assembled) ;  3)  minimum  standards  of  quality  for 
agricultural  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  Latin  America c  Recently 
initiated  are:  1)  standardization  of  bibliographical  citations  (joint  project 
with  AIBDA) ;  2)  index  to  Latin  American  theses  of  agriculture  and  related 
sciences;  and  3)  cooperative  cataloging  of  the  publications  of  IICA,  In  the 
entire  program,  use  is  being  made  of  the  Zone  offices  of  IICA  and  certain 
key  libraries  designated  as  region;:tl  centers. 

The  new  program  and  the  regular  library  services  are  briefly  described 
in  a  pamphlet:  IICA:   6Qu§  es  la  biblioteca  y  servicio  de  documentaci6n? 
IICA  offered  its  11th  training  course  for  agricultural  librarians,  February'  1 
to  July  31 I  1968.   Its  Northern  Zone  in  Guatemala  in  April  1967,  sponsored 
a  Reuni6n  T&cnica  Internacional  sobre  Metodologia  de  la  Enseninza  de  las 
Ciencias  Agricolas,  with  a.  paper  prepared  by  the  IICA  librarian,  Maria  Dolores 
Malugani,  on  "La  Biblioteca  en  la  educaci6n  agricola  superior."   (See  also 
Part  A,  IV. 2.  The  Inter-American  Association  of  Agricultural  Librarians  and 
Docxamen  talis  ts . ) 

1.3.  Pan  American  Health  Organization  and  Medical  Librarianship 

Since  I963  the  Pan  American  Health  Organization  has  provided  scholar- 
ships for  medical  library  courses  given  during  one  semester  each  year  at 
the  Inter-American  Library  School  in  Medellln.   To  date  1?  scholarships 
have  been  given  to  students  working  in  medical  libraries  in  13  countries. 

A  Regional  Medical  Library  has  been  created  in  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil, 
at  the  Paulista  School  of  Medicine  in  an  effort  to  correct  a  serious  defi- 
ciency in  biomedical  communication  in  Latin  America.  It  v/as  established 
by  agreement  among  the  Government  of  Brazil,  the  Paulista  School  of  Medicine 
of  the  Federal  University  of  Sao  Paulo,  and  PAHO.  The  new  library  is  admin- 
istered by  PAHO  as  an  international  agency,  in  close  a-^ filiation  with  the 
school  and  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Library  of  Medicine  (NLM)  and 
the  Pan  American  Federation  of  Associations  of  Medical  Schools.  Leonard 
Karel,  Special  assistant  to  NLM's  associate  director  for  intramural  programs,' 
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was  detailed  to    PAHO  to  serve  as  an  interim  director,  and  Loren  Robert 
Newburn,  until  recently  a  member  of  the  NLM  Bibliographic  Services  Division, 
has  been  named  deputy  director.  An  international  technical  advisory  commit- 
tee W.11  be  appointed.

I.5»  Inter-American  Development  Bank 

BID  loans  have  been  given  to  universities  of  most  of  the  countries  of 
Latin  America  in  support  of  central  library  construction  and/or  books.  Of 
the  total  of  $2,160,000  for  central  library  construction  and  equipment  for 
Brazil,  8.6^  of  the  total  of  a  recent  loan,  $1,500,000  is  to  go  to  Brasilia, 
$200,000  to  Minas  Gerais  for  the  Rural  University,  and  $360,000  to  Pernambuco 
for  construction,  and  for  equipment  $50,000  to  Minas  Gerais.  Concentration 
in  this  loan  is  in  the  fields  of  basic  sciences,  agriculture,  engineering 
and  technology. 
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II.  Library  Development  in  Latin  America  and  the  U.S.  Government 

11 . 1 .  Interagency  Book  Committee  and  Its  Task  Force  on  Latin  America 

The  Inter-Ar;ency  Book  Committee  was  asked  by  Assistant  Secretary  of 
State  Charles  Frankel  to  study  the  196?  National  policy  statement  on  inter- 
national book  and  library  progranis  signed  earlier  in  the  year  by  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  light  of  the  book  and  library  needs  of  developing  areas  of  the 
world,  and  prepare  a  memorandum  on  what  the  Government  of  the  U.S.  should 
do  regardless  of  whether  the  le^-islation  or  appropriations  are  presently 
available  or  recommended  programs  are  now  being  carried  on.  A  Task  Force 
on  Latin  America  was  invited  to  study  the  particular  needs  of  Latin  America 
inasmuch  as  this  area  was  further  developed  than  other  areas  of  the  world 
and  more  information  is  available  on  needs  and  programs.   (This  Task  Force 
was  to  parallel  the  publisher's  committee  of  GAC  described  below). 

The  Task  Force  Report,  submitted  to  Frankel,  forwarded  to  Ambassador 
Covey  T,  Oliver,  and  thence  to  Secretary  Rusk,  ha.s  been  widely  circulated 
to  the  missions  in  Latin  America  for  their  comments.  It  deals  principally 
with  objectives  and  recommendations  concernings  1)  motivation  of  public 
opinion  in  favor  of  the  use  of  books  and  textbooks  as  well  as  libraries; 

2)  moral  commitment  of  the  U.S.  Government  to  book  and  library  programs; 

3)  development  of  human  resources;  4)  improvement  of  the  publishing  industry; 
5)  development  of  libraries  and  literacy  programs;  6)  reverse  benefit  --  to 
the  United  States—  in  relation  to  receipt  of  books  from  Latin  America; 

7)  policy  and  organization  of  the  book  programs  of  the  Government  of  the 
U.S.  The  paper  recommends  that  books  be  put  into  the  framework  of  indispen- 
sable tools  for  the  economic  and  social  development  of  latin  America  and 
not  merely  items  in  support  of  specific  U.S.  Government  projects.  Mrs#  Ma- 
rietta Daniels  Shepard  participated  as  an  outside  advisor  in  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  Task  Force  with  Donald  Wisdom  representing  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. 

11.2.  Government  Advisory  Cornmittee  on  International  Book  Programs 

To  study  the  needs  of  Latin  America  and  what  the  U.S.  Government  should 
do  about  it  from  the  publishers'  point  of  view,  an  Ad  hoc  Panel  on  Books  in 
Latin  America  was  formed  to  discuss  Latin  American  needs  and  review  the 
recommendations  of  the  Task  Force.  The  panel  also  made  a  statement  concern- 
ing what  the  publishers  themselves  should  do.  William  V.  Jackson  served  as 
library  advisor  to  the  panel. 

Both  the  Ad  hoc  panel  and  the  Task  Force  gave  high  priority  to  the 
publication  of  primary  and  secondary  sc'.ool  textbooks  and  the  formation  of 
school  libraries  as  a  means  of  developing  a  habit  of  book  use. 

11. 3.  Regional  Technical  Aids  Center  (RTAC,  Mexico)

brated in  1967  its  lOth  anniversary.  Among  its  developmental  activities  is 
the  University  Textbook  Rental  Librarj^  Project,  By  December  1967  agreements 
had  been  sipmed  by  27  USAID  missions  for  RTAC  collections  and  6  were  operatior

at  the  University  of  Guana ju.-<to  in  Mexico,  the  National  University  of  Hondu- 
ras, and  four  in  the  Dominican  Republic  at  the  National  University  Pedro 
Henriquez  UreSa,  the  Acci6n  Pro  Educaci6n  y  Cultura,  Universidad  Cat61ica 
Madre  y  Maestra,  and  an  agricultural  school  in  Santiago  operated  by  the  As- 
sociation for  Development.  Contracts  had  been  signed  or  conversations  held 
concerning  other  rental  collections  at  the  Catholic  University  of  C6rdoba  in 
Argentina;  the  National  University  of  La  Paz  in  Bolivia;  the  Universidad  del 
Valle,  Univercidad  de  Antioquia  and  the  Universidad  Industrial  de  Santander 
in  Colombia;  three  nomial  schools  in  Costa  Rica;  Loyola  Polytechnic  Institute 
and  Autonomous  University  of  Santo  Domingo  in  the  Dominican  Republic;  Central 
University  and  Catholic  University  of  Ecuador;  University  of  San  Carlos  in 
Guatemala;  the  Universities  of  Chihuahua,  Puebla,  Moreli?,  Yucat?./^,  Technolo- 
gical Institute  of  Morelia;  National  University  of  Nicaragua;  National  Univer- 
sity and  Santa  Maria  la  Antigua  in  i'anama;  the  Education  School  of  the  Univer- 
sidad ^acional  de  Trujillo,  the  National  Agrarian  University  and  the  National 
Engineering  University,  Universidad  Peruana  Cayetano  Heredia,  University  of 
Cuzco,  and  the  Monterico  Normal  School  in  Peru;  and  the  Universities  of  Cara- 
bobo,  Zulia,  and  Oriente,  and  the  Instituto  Fedag6gico  Experimental  and  the 
Institute  Pedag6gico  Nacional  in  Venezuela.  Many  are  established  with  USAID 
grants  of  $5, OCX)  and  RTAC  books  worth  $5,000. 

A  regional  research  library  on  Central  American  Integration  movement  and 
common  market  is  being  established  in  Guatemala  by  USIS  and  AID/ROCAP/Guatemala , 

11.^.  AID-University  Contracts 

More  than  300  U.S.  universities,  firms,  and  nonprofit  institutions  under 
contract  with  AID  are  assisting  ministries  of  education  in  modernizing  and 
upgrading  the  educational  methods  and  standards  of  Latin  American  schools,  or 
in  carrying  out  studies  pertaining  to  a  variety  of  public  service  projects, 
or  in  improving  university  facilities.  For  current  information  on  contracts, 
see  the  quarterly  AID  Financed  University  Contracts,  issued  by  the  AID  Contract 
Services  Division. 

11. 5.  USIS  Libraries 

A  plan  for  the  general  and  specialized  training  of  the  personnel  of  USIS 
libraries  and  those  of  the  binational  cultural  centers  in  Latin  America  is 
being  drafted.  A  group  of  their  librarians  was  brought  to  the  United  States 
in  June  for  visits  and  observation.  Miss  Carolina  Scruggs  has  been  appointed 
regional  librarian  for  Peru  and  Chile  and  Joan  Collett  for  Panama  and  Central 
America.  Miss  Jesse  Reinburg  became  director  of  the  Lincoln  Library  in  Buenos 
Aires,  succeeding  Miss  Garnetta  Kramer  who  went  to  Mexico  to  the  Benjamin 
Franklin  in  196?.

111.1.  Ford  Foundation 

The  National  University  of  Colombia  received  a  $150,000  grant  for  cent-^al 
library  development  from  the  Ford  Foundation  in  1967*  Other  grants  include: 
University  of  Chile  Faculty  of  Engineering,  part  of  the  $51,000  grant  for 
books  to  encourage  application  of  university  teaching  and  research  to  industry: 
University  of  Minnesota  for  the  University  of  Concepci6n,  Chile,  for  central- 
ization of  library  facilities,  part  of  the  $251,000  grant;  Science  Library  of 
the  University  of  Buenos  Aires,  $120,000; teaching  materials  in  business  and 
public  administration,  Getulio  Vargas  Foundation  in  Brazil,  $51,500;  teaching 
materials  for  the  University  of  Chile  in  school  curriculum  development  through 
the  Institute  of  International  Education,  $30^,650;  Inter-American  Center  for 
Scholarly  Books  (CILA)  in  Mexico,  $95,000.

An  International  Relations  Office  of  the  American  Library  Association 
was  established  at  ihZO   N  Street,  N.W.,  Washington,  D.C.  20005,  in  mid-1967, 
with  assistance  of  an  iltlD  contract.  Appointed  as  director  for  the  first  year 
was  Ralph  Esterquest,  with  David  Donovan  as  .-.ID  Project  Officer,  and  Julians 
Heyman  as  assistant  and  editor  of  the  new  newsletter  Libraries  in  International 
Development.   One  of  its  first  activities  v;as  to  call  a  conference  on  interna- 
tional book  and  library -programs,  in  October  Sj  1967*   The  Proceedin.^s  were 
edited  by  Mrs.  Helen  E.  Wessells,  and  published  by  the  IPO/  ■,vasliin:r:ton  under 
the  title  Who  is  doing  what  in  international  book  &  library  prcgraiiis. 
/T968/  82p.  Reports  of  31  agencies,  public  and  private  are  included. 

The  ALA/IRO/Chicago  office  i«  in  the  h^vnds  of  David  Mo./fman,  Assistant

The  International  Relations  Office  of  the  .-imerican  Library  Association 
serves  as  a  source  of  advice  £ind  assistance  to  universities,  1  ouuidaticns , 
library  schools,  libr&.rians  and  others  concerned  with  library  development 
abroad.

In  the  fall  of  1967$  Mro  David  Donovan  of  the  IRO  visited  Jamaica,  Peri^, 
Bolivia,  Colombia  and  Venezuela,  where  he  conferred  with  A, I, Do  officials 
about  existing  and  planned  technical  assistance  programs  nnd  viys  in  v/hi:h 
libraries  and  boolcs  could  be  used  effectively  in  such  programs o  During  his 
visits  Mr»  Donovan  also  conferred  with  educat'^rs,  host— government  officials 
and  resident  representatives  of  UoSo  foundations  and  the  Inter- 'imeri can 
Development  Banlc« 

There  was  a  consensus  that  the  total  book  and  library  activities  within 
a  single  agency  tended  to  be  divided  into  components  of  many  projects  wit'h 
an  attendent  difficulty  tc  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  such  activities  in 
achieving  planned  Agency  objectiveso  A  need  was  felt  for  better  coordination 
of  the  diverse  library  anu  book  activities  of  the  UoS.  missions  and  ether 
donor  agencies  in  each  of  the  countries  visited,  as  well  as  a  need  for  an 
exchange  of  ideas  between  countries. 

Reappraisal  was  felt  necessary  in  some  instances  for  book  presentation 
programs  of  English- language  materials  and  large  scale  purchases  of  Ei'lish-^ 
language  publications  under  teclinical  assistance  programs.  All  countries 
visited  had  adequate  printing  capacity  for  a  local  publishing  industry,  and 
in  Peru  was  found  one  of  the  better  examples  of  a  privately- owned  firm  print-- 
ing  elementary  school  textbooks  in  Spanish  in  sufficiently  large  print  runs 
to  make  the  process  economically  feasible o 

Pilot  libraries  in  institutions  important  to  national  grov/th  have  be?rn 
valuable  for  the  service  they  have  provided  to  the  parent  organization  as 
well  as  a  site  for  in-country  training  and  as  a  demonstration  for  government 
officials.

Cutbacks  are  threatened  for  funds  already  authorized  for  various  programs 
in  which  libraries  are  involved,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  urge  Congress  to 
resist  reductions  for  educational  programs.  However,  the  House  HEW  Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee  has  continued  to  "mark  up"  its  1969  appropriations  bill  and 
expects  to  report  out  the  final  decision  in  June  1968. 

VI, 1.  International  Education  Act  of  1966 

Dr,  Robert  Leestma  has  been  made  Director  of  the  new  Institute  of  Inter- 
national Studies,  for  the  international  education  activities  of  HEW,  Mr,  Ralph 
CM,  Flynt  has  been  named  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  for  International  Educa- 
tion. 

VI, 2.  Higher  Education  Act  of  196$ 

For  a  report  on  Title  II-C  on  acquisitions,  cataloging,  and  office  in 
Rio  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  see  Part  B,,  I»4,  It  is  expected  that  a  report 
in  support  of  the  continuation  of  the  PEA  will  be  issued  prior  to  the  June  30 
expiration  date  of  the  act. 

VI, 3«  Elementary  and  Secondary  School  Act,  Amendment  for  Bilingual  Schools 

"In  recognition  of  the  special  educational  needs  of  the  large  numbers  of 
children  of  limited  English-speaking  ability  in  the  United  States,"  Congress 
passed  Public  Law  90-2^7  amending  the  ESEA  I965  with  a  new  Title  VII  to  be 
cited  as  the  "Bilingual  Education  Act."  It  authorizes  grants  to  a  maximum 
of  $15  million  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  I968,  $30  million  for  1969, 
and  $^0  for  1970,  It  provides  for  planning  for  special  programs,  training  of 
teachers  and  "ancillary  education  personnel",  and  operation  of  progrAms  includ- 
ing teaching  tpaterials. 

Congress  however  has  not  appropriated  funds  for  the  Act  and  in  early  I968 
the  Budget  Bureau  listed  on  S5  million  for  the  first  year.  To  gather  support 
for  the  full  appropriation  beginning  with  the  first  year,  an  emergency  convo- 
cation was  called  in  El  Paso  on  May  12-13,  on  "Spanish- speaking  Children  and 
Youth  in  the  Schools  of  the  Southwest,"

VI. 3*2.  Research  and  Materials  Development 

Among  the  ERIC  research  centers  created  with  USOE  funds  is  the  ERIC 
Clearinghouse  on  the  Disadvantaged  at  Yeshiva  University  in  New  York,  one  of 
whose  interests  is  the  evaluation  of  teaching  aaterials  in  Spanish  at  the 
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primary  and  pre-primary  levels.   Among  the  laboratories  is  the  Southwest  Edu- 
cational Development  Laboratory  in  Austin  which  organized  the  above  mentioned 
Conference  on  Mexican  Americans.   Language  laboratories  for  research  and  de- 
velopment in  materials  have  been  created  in  various  locations. 

The  Inter-American  Education  Center  in  San  Antonio,  created  with  the 
assistance  of  USOE  funds  to  help  several  neighboring  counties  in  developing 
bilingual  schools,  will  inherit  the  structures  of  HemisFair  1968  when  it 
closes  its  doors  in  October  1968.   Its  six  advisory  componets  are  the  School 
of  Tomorrow,  Planned  Change,  Communications  Center,  Inter-American  Institute, 
Instructional  Systems  Development,  and  Administrative  Services. 

Under  ESEA  Title  II  a  special  purpose  grant  of  $4,000  made  possible  the 
creation  of  a  center  for  foreign  language  materials  for  use  of  children  and 
teachers  in  Nassau  County,  N.  Y.,  which  opened  at  the  Hempstead  (N.Y.)  Public 
Library  in  September  1967.   It  will  provide  books,  records,  and  other  mate- 
rials for  language  learning. 

VI. 4.   Mexican  American  Affairs  Units  in  the  U.S.  Government 

In  response  to  the  needs  of  improved  educational  opportunities  for 
Mexican  Americans  and  to  increase  cultural  activities  along  the  Mexico-U.S. 
border,  various  units  have  been  established  within  the  last  year.   The  Mexican 
American  Affairs  Unit  of  USOE,  under  the  direction  of  Armando  Rodriguez,  is 
to  coordinate  all  governmental  educational  activities  for  Mexican  Americans. 
An  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Mexican  American  Affairs  is  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Vicente  T.  Ximenes.   It  issued  in  1968  The  Mexican  American;   a  New 
Focus  on  Opportunity;   Testimony  presented  at  the  Cabinet  Committee  Hearings 
on  Mexican  American  Affairs,  El  Paso,  Texas,  October  26-28,  1967,  253p.,  as 
well  as  a  list  of  Spanish  Surnamed  American  College  Graduates.   The  U.S. -Mexico 
Border  Commission  is  promoting  the  gift  of  collections  of  books  in  Spanish 
about  the  United  States  to  schools  along  the  border  with  the  U.S. 

A  National  Advisory  Committee  on  Mexican  American  Education  to  the 
Commission  on  Education  was  created  of  prominent  citizens  throughout  the 
country.   This  committee  sponsored  the  national  conference  in  Austin,  mention- 
ed above. 

These  are  not  related  to  the  many  programs  with  Mexican  Americans  and 
with  Puerto  Ricans  in  connection  with  Economic  Opportunity,  Job  Corps, 
Migratory  Labor,  etc.,  in  various  states  of  the  Union, 

VI . 5 .   International  Health,  Education,  and  Labor  Foundation 

Senator  Ralph  Yarborough  introduced  into  S.  1779,  "a  bill  to  establish 
an  international  health,  education  and  labor  program  to  provide  open  support 
for  private,  nongovernmental  activities  in  the  fields  of  health,  education, 
and  labor,  and  other  welfare  fields,  "as  an  independent  agency  of  the  U.S. 
Government.   "The  purposes  of  the  Foundation  shall  be  establish  and  conduct 
an  international  health,  education,  and  labor  program  under  which  the  Founda- 
tion shall  provide  open  support  for  private,  nongovernmental  activities... 
designed  — 1)  to  promote  a  better  knowledge  of  the  United  States  among  the 
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peoples  of  the  world;  2)  to  increase  friendship  and  xmderstanding  among  the 
peoples  of  the  world;  3)  to  strengthen  the  capacity  of  the  other  peoples  of 
the  xiforld  to  develop  and  maintain  free,  independent  societies  in  their  own

"Determi- 
nations made  by  the  Director  and  the  Council  in  the  discharge  of  their  func- 
tioiis  under  this  Act  shall  not  be  subject  to  review  or  control  by  the  President  oi 
by  any  other  department,  agency,  officer,  or  employee  of  the  Government." 
Proposed  as  an  appropriation  would  be  the  anount  of  $100  million  prior  to  June 
50,  1972. 

The  bill  was  heartily  endorsed  by  the  Third  Inter-Ameridan  Conference  of 
the  Partners  of  the  Alliance,  in  Lima,  March  31  to  April  ^,  tnd  printed  in 
the  Congressional  Record-Senate  for  .i.pril  23,  1968. 

'/1. 6.  Library  -Services  and  Construction  «ict  - —  Spanish^Speaking  Public 

In  addition  to  the  Oakland  Public  Library  (See  Progress  Report:  1967| 
p.  9) f  other  cities  such  as  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  Miami,  New  York, 
Boston,  and  Cleveland  have  made  special  efforts  to  serve  the  public  library 
needs  of  the  Spanishf-spc.  king  population,  in  some  cases  creating  separate 
Latin  American  libraries.   (See  also  Part  A,  XI). 

VII,  Research  Institutions  in  the  U.S.  with  Latin  American  Collections 

VII, 1.  NDB\  Institutes 

The  Center  for  Latin  American  Studies  and  the  School  of  Sducation  of  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  announce  an  NDEA  International  Affairs  Institute  on 
Latin  American  Culture  and  Society  for  Secondary  School  Teachers,  June  2k   to 
August  9f  1968.  By  citing  the  fact  that  the  university  library  has  more  than 
26,000  titles  of  books  on  Mexico,  Bolivia  and  Ecuador,  the  Center  offers 
special  new  opportunity  for  specialized  study  and  a  certificate  in  Latin  Ame- 
ricc^n  Studies  to  Latin  American  students.  The  School  of  Education  began  in 
1967  the  publication  of  an  Acquisitions  List  (bimonthly)  for  its  International 
and  Development  Education  Clearinghouse.  The  IDE  Program  offers  not  only 
clearinghouse  services  but  graduate  study  leading  to  doctoral  minors  in  IDEP 
courses  such  as  in  adult  literacy  and  out-of-school  education,  the  prepara- 
tion, production,  and  distribution  of  media  and  materials  In  emerging  countries. 
IDEP  Chairman  Seth  Spauldlng  is  presently  on  loan  to  U1QS3C0  In  Piurls. 

Our  lady  of  the  Lake  College  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  is  continuing  with 
its  summer  institutes  for  library  work  \d.th  blUngaal  children  In  1968  where 
Toni  de  G§res  will  again  teach  children's  literature.  Similar  possibilities 
of  lWEi\   graints  for  langua^  and  libr£ury  studies  are  a^rallable  to  Interested 
institutions.

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VII. 2.   New  York  State;   University  of  the  State  of  New  York 

New  York  State  has  two  separate  organizations  which  are  concerned  with 
international  relations.   The  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  part  of  the 
State  Education  Department,  is  an  association  which  includes  all  public  and 
private  colleges  and  universities,  museums,  libraries,  and  secondary  schools 
in  New  York,  whose  governing  body  is  the  Board  of  Regents  and  whose  adminis- 
trative arm  is  the  State  Education  Department.   Its  office  of  Foreign  Area 
Studies  is  directed  by  Ward  Morehouse.  Opportunities  are  available  for  New 
York  State  Faculty  Fellowships  in  Foreign  Area  Studies,  for  New  York  State 
Faculty  Scholars  in  International  Studies,  and  for  faculty  seminars.  Again 
in  the  summer  of  1968  Columbia  University  Summer  Session  and  the  Center  for 
International  Programs  will  offer  a  "Columbia  Program  for  College  Librarians 
Interested  in  Foreign  Area  Studies,"  including  Latin  American  Anthropology, 
government,  history  and  theater,  under  program  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
New  York.   This  seminar  will  be  offered  under  the  auspices  of  the  School  of 
Library  Service  and  led  by  Evan  Farber,  Librarian  of  Earlham  College. 

VII. 3.  New  York  State:  State  University  of  New  York 

The  State  University  of  New  York  (SUNY),  created  in  1948,  is  composed 
of  more  than  60  undergraduate  campuses  of  the  State,  developing  centers  of 
graduate  training,  and  professional  schools.  A  Center  for  International 
Studies  and  World  Affairs  of  SUNY  was  created  in  1966  and  placed  at  Planting 
Fields,  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island.  One  of  its  chief  assets  was  an  Office  of 
International  Librarianship,  Learning  Resources  and  Information  Services,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Nasser  Sharify.   In  1968  various  meetings  of  librarians 
to  consider  international  problems  were  held  at  the  Center,  Including  a  Con- 
ference on  International  Responsibilities  of  College  and  University  Librarians, 
October  2  to  4,  1967,  and  on  Mexico  on  Microfilm  (See  Part  B,  V.l.) 
A  policy  document  on  International  Librarianship  and  Documentation,  prepared 
by  Dr.  Sharify  with  the  assistance  of  an  advisory  Panel,  was  accepted  by  the 
Faculty  Senate  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  SUNY  in  the  spring  of  1968. 

On  May  15,  1968,  SUNY  announced  that  its  International  Studies  and  World 
Affairs  program  will  be  moved  from  Planting  Fields  to  Albany,  effective  July  1. 
Dr.  Ivan  Putroan,  Jr.  has  been  appointed  Acting  University  Dean  of  the  Albany- 
located  International  Studies  Staff,  replacing  Dr.  Glenn  A.  Olds.  Although 
Planting  Fields  will  continue  to  be  used  as  a  university-wide  conference 
center  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Richard  L.  Whltford,  It  will  share  the  facilities 
with  Old  Westbury  College  as  an  interim  campus. 

VII. 4.   Foundation  Grants  to  Research  Centers 

VII. 4.1.  Ford  Foundation 

A  4-year  grant  of  $375,000  was  made  by  Ford  Foundation  to  Vanderbllt 
University  for  support  of  a  Graduate  Center  for  Latin  American  Studies,  of 
which  $40,000  was  to  go  for  library  acquisitions  from  Latin  America.  The 
funds  are  primarily  for  research  in  Brazil,  Chile,  and  Columbia,  and  In  the 
fields  of  economics,  history,  political  science,  sociology  and  anthropology, 
and  In  Brazilian  and  Spanish-American  language  and  literature.

Other  grants  in  the  field  of  Latin  American  Studies  include:  Brookiiigs

sciences  relating  to  Latin  America;  Harvard  University,  $500,000  for  a  study 
on  Latin  American  education;  to  the  Institute  for  International  Education, 
$375*000  for  support  for  the  Council  on  Higher  Education  in  the  American 
Republics  (CHEAH) ,  and  $100,000  for  support  for  the  Latin  American  Studies 
Association  for  the  improvement  of  journalistic  standards  ;$11, 500  to  the  Inter- 
national Center  for  Higher  ?::uclies  iii  Journalism  for  Latin  America;  Library 
of  Congress,  $266,000  for  projects  of  the  Hispanic  Foundation;  National  Academy 
of  Sciences,  $6'+, 000  for  symposia  on  biological  research  in  Latin  America;  for 
overseas  professional-service  fellowships  —  Cornell  University  $208,000, 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  $291,500,  University  of  New  Mexico 
$210,500,  and  Piirdue  University  $300,000;  Research  Institute  for  the  Study  of 
Man,  $172,600  for  collaborative  summer  field  research  for  North  American  and 
Caribbean  students;  V/:ishington  University,  $100,000  for  collaborative  research 
on  urban  developments  with  Latin  Vinerican  scholars. 

The  Center  for  Applied  Linguistics  received  a  $96,000  grant  to  sissist 
the  preparation  for  the  Third  Inter-American  Linguistics  Institute  smd  the 
Fifth  Inter-American  Symposium  on  Linguistics  planned  for  early  1969  in  Sfto 
Paulo. 

Numerous  grants  in  the  general  field  of  international  relations  were  made 
by  Ford,  including  the  $200,000  grant  to  the  University  of  Denver  to  assist  a 
doctoral  program  in  international  relations  which  stresses  systonatie  training 
of  degree  camdidates  in  teaching  methods;  $160,000  to  the  Foundation  for  the 
Ciraduate  Institute  of  International  Studies  for  a  program  of  advanced  instruc- 
tion in  international  relations;  a  $1^5*530  grant  to  George  Washington  Univer- 
sity for  a  Foreign  Affairs  Intern  Program  in  collaboration  with  U.S.I.A.  to 
train  minority- group  members  for  foreign  service  careers. 

Among  the  other  grants  benefitting  minority  groups  are  the  following: 
$58,000  to  the  University  of  Denver  for  a  summer  training  program  to  prspare 
twenty-five  college  graduates  of  Spanish-American  descent  for  law  school  ad- 
mission; $5tOOO  to  the  Community  Resources  Institute  of  Washington,  D.C.  for 
partial  support  for  hearings  held  in  El  Paso  by  the  Inter-Agency  CCTsoitte*  on 
Mexican-American  Affairs.;  and  $100,000  to  the  Urban  League  of  Qr^atsrHew  York 
to  aid  school  drop-outs,  mostly  Negroes  and  Puerto  Ricauis  to  return  to  edu- 
cation through  remedial  "Academies  of  Transition"  and  scholasahips  to  a  priv- 
ate preparatory  school;  amd  to  Laval  University,  Z^fOO^OOQ  tom^m 
center  on  bilingoalisB.  A  grant  to  Yeshira  Univvrsity  ■alOM  fSMlbls 
sessaent  of  tkm   aorrent  status  of  bilingual  edooation  in  tka  UJI. 
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VII. ^:-. 2.  Rockefeller  Foundation 

In  th«  area  of  improving  equal  educational  opportunities  for  Kexican 
Americans  Rockefeller  has  made  various  grants.  Grinnell  College  received  an 
additional  grant  of  $275,000  through  June  1975  for  the  discovery  of  talented 
minority- group  students  and  the  improvement  of  their  undergraduate  education, 
and  a  similar  grant  of  S2^0,000  WaS  given  to  Reed  College.  The  Claremont 
Colleges  of  California  received  a  grant  of  $650,000  toward  the  cost  of  a 
program  of  special  directed  studies  for  Mexican  Americans  and  other  socially 
and  economically  disadvantaged  students.  A  similar  grant  of  S200,000  through 
June  1973  was  made  to  the  University  of  California  at  Los  angeles  through  its 
Educational  Opportunities  program  to  recruit  and  assist  talented  Mexican  Ame- 
rican and  other  minority  groups  in  high  schools  for  subsequent  study  at  UCLA 
(some  570  this  year) .  A  second  grant  went  to  the  Western  Washington  State 
College,  Bellingham,  to  support  its  summer  and  follow-up  program  for  rural 
junior  high  school  students  with  emphasis  on  Mexican  Araericsms  and  Indians. 

The  production  of  an  English-Spanish  correlation  index  to  bio-medical 
classification  schemes  by  Eugene  Muench  was  made  possible  by  a  $15,000  grant 
to  the  New  York  University  Medical  Center. 

A  grant  of  SlOO,000  was  given  to  the  Center  for  Inter- American  Relations 
in  New  York  City. 

VII. ^,3.  Other  Found.ations 

The  Vale-Asche  Foundation  of  Texas  has  given  1*15,000  to  the  University 
of  Houston  for  a  Foreign  Language  Library  Fund,  for  Spanish  books.  A  $16,500 
grant  went  to  Vanderbilt  University  from  the  Gulbenkian  Foundation  for  the 
Department  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese,  and  $10,000  to  the  University  of  Kansas 
Department  of  History  for  library  acquisitions  related  to  the  culture  and 
history  of  Portugal. 

The  Tinker  Foundation  gave  a  grant  of  $50,000  to  supplement  that  of  the 
Ford  and  Rockefeller  Foundations  to  the  new  Center  for  Inter-American  Relations 
in  New  York.

VII,5»  New  Latin  American  Research  Centers 

The  Center  of  Latin  American  Studies  of  Southern  Methodist  University, 
Dallas,  Texas,  is  directed  by  former  Foreign-Service  Officer  R.  Richard 
Rubottom.  Southerb  Colorado  State  College  in  Pueblo  began  a  new  Latin  American 
Area  Studies  Program  in  Fall  1967.  Also  in  1967-68  the  U.S.  Air  Force  Academy 
introduced  a  major  in  Latin  American  Studies.

California  State  Colleges  in  late  1966  formed  an  InterAmerica  Institute 
of  the  California  State  CollegeK^,  v;ith  headquarters  at  Fullertono  Among  the 
basic  activities  undertaken  by  the  Institute  is  development  of  library  hold- 
ings in  Latin  America  for  the  participating  l8  State  Colleges  in  support  of 
Latin  Aineric-n  area  studies  and  research.  A  9-inember  Board  of  Directors 
governs  the  Institute.

Tlie  opening  of  the  new  Bese  .rch  Library  at  the  University  of  Florida 
permitted  the  assembling  5f  a  latin  American  Collection  consisting  of  books 
and  other  reading  materials  primarily  in  the  social  sciences  and  history,  with 
it  own  quarters,  catalog  and  reference  staff  in  the  old  central  library  build- 
ing, under  Latin  American  Librarian,  Irene  Zimmerman.  Retained  in  the  Latin 
..merican  collection  also  are  the  boote  dealing  with  the  language  and  litera- 
ture of  tile  Caribbean,  whereas  that  of  the  other  countries  of  Latin  America 
has  been  moved  to  the  new  Research  Library.  Reference  and  bibliographical 
works  dealing  exclusively  with  Latin  America  are  to  be  found  in  the  Latin 
American  collection.  For  newly  cataloged  and  reprocessed  titles  full  records 
are  provided  in  both  the  Union  and  the  Latin  American  catalogs  (more  than 
10,000  by  October  1967). 

The  Latin  American  Library  of  Tulane  University  will  continue  to  have 
separate  quarters  in  the  new  library  building,  half  of  the  fourth  floor,  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Marjorie  LeDoux.  Books  are  being  recataloged  and  cards 
vdll  be  retained  in  the  Latin  American  catalog  as  well  as  in  the  main  catalog. 
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Utah  otfete  University  in  Logan  initiated  in  1966  a  newsletter  compiled 
by  its  Oific©  of  Latin  American  Affairs,  directed  by  B.  Austin  Kaws,  entitled 
Recent  prc,'-yBS8  and  development  in  international  programs.   Utah  State  directs 
for  the  CAS  an  Inter-American  Center  for  the  Integral  Develop  lont  of  Water  and 
Lan:'.  Hesources  (CIDIaT)  at  the  University  of  Los  ..ndes  in  M&rida,  Venezuela, 

Research  is  the  keynote  of  the  Latin  American  Center  of  the  University 
of  California  at  Los  Angeles.  Regional  centers  of  UCLil's  Cente^*  are  operating 
in  Mexico,  Fortaleza,  Bogota,  and  Caracas.  The  Center  issues  a  Reference 
Series  of  biblion;raphieB   and   directories  and  Latin  .*unerican  Studies  series 
of  monographic  studies. 

Among  its  other  activities,  the  Latin  Ajnerican  Research  irograra  of  the 
University  of  California  at  Riverside  sponsore  interdisciplinary  projects 
oriented  toward  research  and  training  in  Andean  Latin  America,  Baja  Calif oimia, 
and  Northeast  Brazil,  -^ts  research  in  arid  lands  is  coordinated  with  Dry-Lands 
Research  Institute.  Its  published  papers  are  to  be  found  in  the  following 
series:  Field  Report,  Bibliography,  Research  Seminar,  and  Reprint. 

An  International  Data  Library  and  Reference  Service  form  part  of  the 
Survey  Research  Center  of  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley.  Materials 
available  from  IDI/BS  are  being  listed  in  LARR. 

The  University  of  Wisconsin  Law  School  at  Madison  is  offering  a  new  inter- 
disciplinary program  of  graduate  studies  leading  to  a  masters  in  legsil  insti- 
tutions or  an  integrated  PhD.  as  in  law  and  economics,  as  well  as  two  new 
courses  as  y-  jct   of  the  Ibero->unerican  Studies  Program,  on  Latin  American  Law 
and  Legal  Problems  of  Land  Reform  in  Latin  America.   Other  courses  of  Latin 
American  interest  include  Comparative  Tropical  Economics. 

Yale  University's  programs  in  Latin  American  studies  include  a  master* s 
program  in  geography'  and  international  affairs  and  PhD.  program  in  such  fields 
as  anthropology,  history,  economics,  literature,  political  science,  and 
sociology.  An  Interdisciplinary  Seminar  in  Latin  .raerican  Studies  is  coiiducted 
by  faculty  members  from  various  departments  and  visiting  scholars. 

-v  union  list  of  periodicals  in  support  of  area  studies  programs,  includ- 
ing Latin  America,  is  the  result  of  a  cooperative  project  of  several  small 
colleges  in  Florida.  The  Associate  Mid-Florida  College  group  includes 
Bethune-Cookman,  Stetson,  Rollins,  Florida  southern,  and  Florida  Presbyterian. 
Print- outs  have  been  made  using  the  IBM  l401.  According  to  Reference  Librarian 
Dorothea  M.  John.-rn  of  ilorida  Presbyterian  College  in  St.  Petersburg,  the  pro- 
gram is  available  to  other  institutions.  The  project  has  also  resulted  in 
classifi^'d  and  alphabetical  lists  of  periodicals  for  faculty  distribution, 
binding  lists,  and  dealer-price  information. 

VII. 7.  Publishing  Progi^ms  of  Latin  American  Research  Centers 

nn  increasing  number  of  Latin  American  studies  programs  and  cetiters  in 
colleges  and  universities  are  now  operating  their  own  publishing  programs. 
In  addition  to  those  lone:  established  nrocrams  at  Tulauie,  the  University  of 
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Texas,  the  University  of  Florida,  and  the  more  recently  established  program 
atU.C.L.A.,  new  ■publishing  ventures  are  being  initiated  in  the  Office  of 
Interne. tioiu.l  Studies  of  the  University  of  Houston,  the  Latin  American  Studies 
Prog ran  at  Cornell  University,  the  Land  Tenure  Center  at  the  University  of 
Wiaacnsin,  the  Center  of  Latin  American  Studies  at  the  University  of  Kansas, 
the  Graduate  Center  for  Latin  American  Studies  at  Vanderbilt  University,  and 
the  Ofiice  of  Latin  American  Affairs  at  Utah  State  University.  The  libraries 
of  the  University  of  Texas  and  the  University  of  Florida  continue  to  publish 
their  current  acquisitions  lists  by  coimtry  or  region.  If   is  to  be  hoped 
that  these  newer  programs,  like  their  older  brethren,  vidll  v/elcome  and  encour- 
age the  publication  of  bibliographic  materials  in  addition  to  the  great  variety 
of  monographic  works  that  are  already  appearing  from  their  publications  offices. 

VIII.  Latin  American  and  Inter-American  Research  Institutions  in  Other  Countries 

VIII.  1.   In  La.tin  America 

Research  in  the  field  of  education  in  Latin  America  is  being  reviewed  in 
a  new  series  of  the  Department  of  Educational  Affairs  of  the  Pan  American 
Union,  Investigaciones  educativas  en  America:  Resena  analitica  no.  1  -   , 
1967  -   •  Contents  are  abstracts  of  published  reports. 

Cuernavaca,  Mexico,  is  the  seat  of  the  Centre  Intercultural  de  Documenta- 
ci6n  (CIDOC)  and  the  Centro  Intercultural  de  Formaci6n,  Apartado  479»  under 
the  direction  of  Padr^s  Ivan  Illich.  The  CIDOC  Institute  for  Contemporary 
Iji?.tin  American  Studies  offers  I8  summer  courses  in  I968  on  institutional  change 
in  Latin  America,  and  the  CIF  Language  School  offers  courses  to  teach  Spanish 
as  a  second  language.  CIDOC  maintains  a  collection  on  the  "impact  of  ideology 
on  social  change  in  Latin  ^-'merica."  It  issues  CIDOC  Dossiers,  docum.entation 
on  recent  controversies  involving  tliat  impact,  and  Sondeos,  studies  of  religious 
phenomena  in  Latin  America.  In  these  publications  brief  annotations  are  given 
of  the  documents  which  are  reproduced  by  offset  in  350-copy  editions  available 
only  to  CIDOC  Dossier  Association  at  an  annxial  membership  of  S350»  with  a 
minimum  of  12  CIDOC  Dossiers  to  be  offered  each  year. 

The  Universidad  de  El  Salvador  in  San  Salvador  in  1967  purchased  for 
$150,000  the  private  Edwin  H.  Shook  Collection,  built  up  over  the  years  by 
Mr.  Shook,  an  archaeologist,  at  Harvard.  The  general  excellence  of  the  col- 
lection in  its  subject  fields  have  added  to  the  prestige  of  the  university 
library  in  a  way  in  which  an  equal  investment  in  materials  of  a  wider  scope 
but  less  depth  would  not.  Many  items  were  able  to  replace  items  lost  in  fires 
and  earthqusikes  in  recent  years  and  badly  needed  for  the  collection. 

Although  the  heaviest  concentration  of  material  is  in  the  field  of  Central 
American  archaeology,  with  special  emphasis  on  Tikal,  Guatemala,  where  Mr. 
Shook  directed  the  archaelogical  work,  it  has  a  surprisingly  broad  scope. 
It  has  most  if  not  all  of  the  major  archaeological  works  on  Central  America, 
including  the  famous  first  edition  of  the  Catherwood  drawings  with  the  hand 
colored  plates  from  which  the  reprint  edition  was  made.  After  preliminary 
negotiations  were  made  by  the  University  Rector, Sr.  Fabio  Castillo,  and 
Librarian  Jeanne tte  de  Criado,  Mr.  James  Andrews  was  requested  to  go  to 
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Harvard  with  the  Univ^rr.ity's  lawyer  to  complete  the  negotiations  and  arrange 
the  details  of  packing  and  shipping.  Mr.  -ndrews  describes  the  collection  in 
the  follovdng  terms:  "However,  even  in  the  field  of  archaeology,  the  colletion 
is  strong  in  monographs  and  serials  covering  the  whole  area  of  Sou thv/es tern 
United  States  through  South  America.  The  best  description  of  the  collection, 
hoi'^ver,  is  to  say  that  it  is  about  Latin  America  by  Latin  Americans  or  others 
v/ho  knexf   the  area  well,  and  it  was  assembled  by  a  collector  who  knew  what  to 
collect.  There  is  considerable  strength  in  the  early  works  of  history, 
geo£;raphy,  and  exploration,  with  many  later  editions  and  reprints.  One  of  the 
most  fascinating  items  is  the  155^  edition  printed  in  Holland  of  the  Hjstoria 
g^eneral  de  las  Indias  by  Francisco  L6pez  de  Gomara.  FoD'J.ore,  the  arts  and 
literature  are  represented.  It  is  strong  in  the  natural  sciences,  but  weak 
in  the  physical  sciences  :^^nd  mathematics,  which  is  just  as  well  as  the  Univer- 
sity has  strengthened  its  collections  of  physical  sciences  and  mathematics 
considerably  in  the  last  few  years."  The  collection  will  be  housed  in  the  new 
library  building'  under  construction. 

The  Center  of  Research  on  American  History,  created  at  the  University  of 
Chile  in  1967,  was  the  recipient  of  a  Sl02,2lO  grant.  In  addition  to  its 
several  courses  on  contemporary  Latin  America  in  its  2-year  graduate  program, 
special  courses  and  research  on  United  States-latin  American  diplomatic  rela- 
tions and  in  general  United  States  history  the  Center  hopes  to  develop  and 
draw  students  from  the  Catholic  University  as  well  as  from  the  University  of 
Chile.  The  curriculum  is  unique  for  Latin  American  institutions. 

The  Universidad  de  Criente,  Cumanfi.,  Venezuela,  founded  in  1966  a  Depart- 
ment of  Inter-American  Studies  within  the  Escuela  de  Ciencias  Sociales,  directed 
by  Elizabeth  labour  de  Caldera.  (Apartado  postal  105,  Cerro  Colorado,  Cumani, 
Venezuela.) 

The  University  of  Chile  has  initiated  graduate  courses  in  Latin  American 
Economics  (ESCOL-^TINA)  in  a  new  Programa  de  Sstudios  Econ6raicos  Latinoamerica- 
nos  para  Qraduadoa,  Casilla  386I,  Santiago,  Chile. 

VIII. 2.  In  Other  Countries 

The  Latin  American  Center  of  St.  Antony's  College  of  Oxford  initiated  the 
preparation  of  a  European  directory  of  Latin  Americanists  and  will  finance  its 
compilation  by  the  Centre  de  Estudios  y  Documentaci6n  Latinoamericanos  (CEDLA) 
of  the  University  of  Amsterdam.  The  latter,  serving  as  an  information  center 
for  Latin  American  studies  in  Europe,  issued  the  Bole tin  informative  sobre 
estudios  latinoamericanos  en  Earopa,  under  the  Center's  director  Dr.  H.  Hoetinko 
This  bulletin  gives  brief  descriptions  of  research  in  progress  in  Europe. 

Ford  Foundation  grants  were  made  to  the  Royal  Institute  of  International 
Affairs  of  ^56, ^M5,  and  to  the  St.  Antony's  College  of  Oxford  University,  of 
^155f360,  for  British  participation  in  Latin  American  development  programs. 
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The  Institute  of  Jamaica  has  begun  an  Official  History  Research  Project, 
according  to  the  following  report  submitted  by  Miss  Judith  £•  Richards,  .cting 
Deputy  Chief  Librarian: 
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"The  Official  History  Research  Project  was  set  up  in  mid  1967<.  Its  aim 
is  to  record  and  collate  data  on  the  political,  social  and  economic  emergence 
of  oodem  Jamaica  -  more  specifically  of  the  period  1938-1962o  Naturally 
tixere  is  an  enormous  amount  of  material  available  on  the  period  but  there 
was  no  systematic  collation  of  this  scattered  wealth  and  very  little  which 
might  serve  as  a  general  guide  to  the  period. 

"The  Project  hopes  to  fill  this  gap  in  2  ways  -  firstly  by  assembling  a 
body  of  material  which  can  be  made  quickly  available  to  the  scholar,  journal- 
ist or  student  of  Jeunaican  affairs ,  and  later  by  providing  a  basis  for  a 
written  history,  the  compilation  of  which  is  seen  as  a  distant  but  definite 
stage  of  the  project.  This  phase  will  tie  in  with  a  current  programme  of 
publications  on  the  folklore,  music,  dance  and  art  forms  of  the  island. 

"The  original  plans  call  for  the  setting  up  of  a  mechanized  information 
retrieval  system  using  a  complex  of  k   IBM  machines.  The  process  begins  with 
the  selection  of  significant  material  which  is  systematically  examined  and 
all  relevant  data  abstracted  by  a  team  of  three  research  officers  (2  history 
specialists  and  an  economist  at  the  present  time) •  These  abstracts  are  re- 
corded on  cards  along  with  full  bibliographic  information  on  the  source. 
The  informat-'on  is  then  assigned  various  subject  headings  or  keywords.  There 
ia  no  limit  to  the  number  of  these,  provided  of  course,  they  are  consistent 
with  the  authority  file,  and  it  is  desirabli9  to  cover  all  aspects  of  the 
information.  The  date  and  the  name  of  the  speaker  or  author  are  always  includ- 
ed ajs  keywords.  I^ter  the  cards  are  checked  and  assigned  a  document  number 
in  an  arbitrary  numerical  sequence.  From  this  point  each  individual  abstract 
is  called  a  document. 

"All  these  data  are  then  transferred  to  IBM  keypunch  cards,  a  separate 
card  or  series  of  cairds  being  used  for  the  source  information,  keyword  and  the 
abstract  itself,  "^hey  are  then  filed  in  2  sequences  -  the  keywords  alphabe- 
tically, and  the  source  and  abstract  cards  together  in  numerical  order. 

"When  a  request  for  information  is  received,  it  will  be  edited  to  conform 
with  our  keywords.  All  entries  imder  the  relevant  keyword  will  then  be  run 
through  a  collator  which  will  select  those  useful  to  the  enquiry.  By  refer- 
ring to  the  document  number  of  each  keyword  chosen  we  will  be  able  to  find  the 
relevant  abstracts  which  are  fed  into  a  control  unit  which  will  supply  the 
enquirer  with  a  print-out  of  the  information  requested,  ^t  is  estimated  that 
the  whole  process  should  take  20-43  minutes.  The  whole  system  could  be  ins- 
talled, programmed  and  available  for  the  use  of  the  public  by  the  end  of  this 
year. 

"The  drawback  of  this  system  is  the  relatively  great  amount  of  time  spent 
manually  selecting  the  cards  to  be  fed  into  the  machinery  and  refiling  them 
later*  Full  computerization  of  the  project  would  solve  this  problem  but  the 
enoia-ous  cost  of  renting  a  computer  put  this  out  of  the  question,  --t  .ntly, 
however,  the  Csovemment  of  Jauoaica  has  purchased  and  installed  a  computer, 
and  it  is  now  hoped  to  take  advantage  of  this.  Data  will  still  be  punched 
onto  cards  as  before,  but  after  checking  these  would  be  transferred  to

"So  far  the  material  selected  for  abstracting  consists  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  daily  press o  The  programming  of  the  pro- 
ject was  finalised  early  this  year  after  a  series  of  adjustments  and  at  present 
the  abstracting  of  the  parliamentary  material  has  reached  mid  19^3o"  ** 

The  University  of  Essex  in  Wivenhoe  Park,  Colchester,  Essex,  United  Kingdom 
recently  established  a  Latin  American  Centre,  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the 
Nuffield  Foundation  of  Essex.  Dr.  Simon  Collier  is  Directoro 

The  Institute  of  Latin  American  Studies  of  the  University  of  London 
(31  Tavistock  Square,  London,  W.C.I)  acts  as  a  national  information  center  in 
the  field  of  Latin  American  studies.  It  has  published  the  following:  1)  Guide 
to  Latin  American  collections  in  London  Libraries, (19679  20p.)|  Theses  in  Latin 
American  Studies  at  British  Universities  in  Progress  and  Completed,  1966-1967

IX.  Fellowships  for  Latin  American  Studies 

Two  programs  of  postdoctoral  fellowships  were  established  by  Public  Law 
89-209  for  the  National  Endowi:ient  for  the  Humanities,  to  provide  support  for 
younger  promising  U.S.  scholars,  including  Latin  Americanists.  Summer  fellow- 
ships and  6-8-raonth  fellowships  within  5-yea-r  of  the  PhDo  carry  travel  stipends 
and  31,000  per  month,  with  $200  for  fellowship-related  expenses.  Senior  Fellow- 
ships for  individuals  already  distinguished  as  humanists  provide  $1,2^0  per 
month  but  may  not  exceed  the  individual's  present  salary*  Proposals  for  spe- 
cific research  projects  may  also  receive. support.  Application  forms  and  further 
information  can  be  obtained  from  the  National  Foundation  on  the  Arts  and  the 
Humanities,  Office  of  Grants,  I8OO  G  St.,  N.W,,  Washington,  DoCo  20506.

XI  a  1.  AID  Book  Programs 

For  library  aspects  of  AID  progreuns,  see  Part  A,  II,  Library  Development 
in  Latin  America  and  the  U.So  Government.  The  joint  effort  of  AID  and  the 
American  Library  Association  is  described  in  Part  A,  IV. 1,  The  American 
Library  Association. 

Mr,  Robert  Cross  has  served  for  the  past  year  as  Regional  Book  Coordina- 
tor for  Latin  America  in  AID  Division  of  Human  Resources  and  Development. 
It  was  his  responsibility  to  develop  the  revised  %tional  Book  Policy  for 
Latin  America  described  in  Part  A,  II .1. 

XI. 1.1,  Regional  Technical  Aids  Center  (RTAC) 

The  book  translation  and  distribution  program  of  AID  is  carried  out  by 
its  Regional  Technical  Aids  Center  (RTAC)  which  is  located  in  the  American 
Einbassy  in  Mexico,  with  John  Wood  as  IHrector.  Established  first  to  issue 
in  Spanish  and  Portuguese  the  technical  manuals  required  by  programs  of  AID 
missions  in  Latin  America  especially  to  encourage  trade  and  industry,  RTAC 
has  in  recent  years  devoted  more  attention  to  university  textbooks.  (See 
also  Part  A,  II. 3.) 

In  1967  RTAC  issued  its  900p,(plus  120p.  index )compilation  of  the  catalogs 
of  1^  Mexican  and  10  Argentine  publishers  in  a  20,000-copy  edition  entitled 
Textos  unlversitarios.  This  was  the  joint  effort  of  RTAC,  USIA  and  the  Latin 
American  publishers o  The  index  is  divided  into  31  academic  subject  areas  as 
well  as  author  and  publisher. 

The  1968  RTAC  catalog  of  books  is  in  press.  An  annual  film  catalog,  is 
also  issued.  Radio  tapes  are  now  being  developed  for  public  service  broad- 
casts. A  training  film  for  book  dealers  is  being  developed,  demonstrating 
the  latest  techniques  in  book  selling,  advertising,  and  merchandising. 

Both  the  public  and  private  sectors  are  concerning  themselves  with  edu- 
cational television.  Teams  of  professional  specialists,  under  QAS  sponsor- 
ship and  in  accordance  with  the  Declaration  of  the  Presidents  and  the  projects 
approved  at  the  Karacay  meeting  of  the  InteivAmerican  Cultural  Council,  will 
visit  variouB  Latin  American  countries  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  feas- 
ibility of  setting  up  a  naltl-national  training  center  in  educational  televi- 
sion. Pilot  STV  projects  have  been  set  up  in  Colombia  and  £1  Salvador,  for 
instance  to  "teach  the  children  by  day  and  entertain  and  inform  their  families 
at  night,**  in  the  words  of  President  Jdb^ono     Plans  for  a  new  TV  network 
covering  I8  Latin  American  nations  have  been  aumounced  b^  French,  Italian  and 
Portuguese  private  financiers,  with  headquarters  in  Pane ma.  By  the  end  of 
1968,  up  to  73^   of  the  broadcast  material  will  be  provided  by  the  network. 
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RTAC  is  therefore  stepping  up  its  production  of  ETV  films  aimed  chiefly 
at  primary  and  secondary  schools,  'dth  films  to  be  adapted,  translated  and 
dubbed  into  Spanish,   "'"he  selection  of  films  is  being  made  with  the  assistance 
of  /.ID  in  kfeishingjton  and  the  I^ational  Science  Foundation,  A  training  manual 
for  ETV  technicians  will  be  produced  by  RTAC. 

RTaC  has  joined  USIa  in  subsidizing  the  publication  of  the  Suplemento  a 
Libros  en  venta  (ed.  by  I>lary  Turner  and  published  by  Bowker  Edi tores,  in  Buenos 
Aires,  1968.) It  will  be  available  in  the  U.S,  througli  the  company's  New  York 
office  at  a  price  of  312. 50  by  su.ir  er  1968.   RTAC  has  sponsored  the  publication 
of  the  Spanish  edition  of  Datus  Smith's  Gula  para  editoreso   (Buenos  Aires, 
Bowker  Edi tores,  1968)   30^p.   To  keep  available  rne^ny  noncommercial  titles 
originally  published  by  RTAC  but  out  of  stock  or  out  of  print,  RTAC  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  Santo  Domingo  Edi tores  in  Mexico. 

XI. 1.2.   AID-Brazilian  Textbook  Program  (CCLTED) 

The  Comissao  do  Livro  T^cnico  e  do  Livro  Did&tico  (COLTED)  was  created 
in  1967  by  joint  agreement  among  the  Ministry  of  Education  of  Brazil,  the 
Sindicato  I'Jacional  dos  Edi  tores  de  Livros,  and  USAID  under  the  terms  of  the 
Alliance  for  Progress,  with  an  aID  loan  of  $15  billion  cruzeiros  ($1^  million 
U.S.)  for  the  production  and  distribution  of  51  million  books  through  the  schools 
in  Brazil.   (See  Progress  Report:  1967,  PPo  l6-rl7  for  a  description  of  the 
proposed  program.) By  now  some  27,000  collections  of  textbooks  and  books  for 
general  reading  have  beer,  sent  out  in  portable  bookcases  to  schools,  each  con-  ' 
sisting  of  approxiiiiately  500  title::.  7rom  these  collections  teachers  are  to 
indicate  the  cnes  they  consider  most  useful  and  on  the  basis  of  that  selection 
large  editions  will  be  made  for  use  with  the  school  children. 

Two  national  meetings  have  been  held  on  COLTED 's  program  in  Brazil,  one 
in  1967  and  one  in  1968,  vn.th  the  participation  of  William  V,  Jackson  as  an 
advisor  to  USAID  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  USAID,  with  Alice  Palmer  as  book  officer, 
has  provided  travel  funds  to  bring  groups  of  librarians,  teachers,  book  pub- 
lishers and  book  dealers,  with  some  governmental  officials,  to  study  book  pro- 
duction and  distribution  and  library  services  in  the  UoS. 

The  basic  locuinents  of  COLTED  are  being  reprinted  in  Vol.  II,  part  3, 
of  Planeamiento  Nacional  de  Bibijotecas  of  the  Paji  American  Union  (Estudios 
bibliotecarios  noo  8,  1968) . 

XI 8 2.  Literacy  Materials 

Efforts  are  being  made  in  the  Library  development  Program  of  the  Pan 
American  Union  and  in  connection  with  Project  LEER  (see  below)  to  assemble 
information  on  literacy  and  post-literacy  materials  being  issued  in  Spanish 
and  Portuguese.  In  the  list  Selection  Aids  on  Latin  America  for  Primary  and 
Secondary  School  Libraries  (Washington,  D.C,  Pan  American  Union,  Cuadernos 
bibliotecol6gicos  no.  32  rev.,  I968)  the  following  agencies  are  listed  and 
their  works  described:  Acci6n  Cultural  Popular,  Bogotfi.,  Colombia;  Alfalit, 
Alajuela,  Costa  Rica;  CiffiFAL,  Pdtzcuaro,  Mexico;  El  Sal^^dor,  Ministerio  de

XI. 2.1.   Literacy  Materials  Center 

Laubach  Literacy,  Inca,  has  continued  its  support  of  the  Centro  Tecrdco 
de  Alfabetizaci&n  in  the  l/iiiversity  of  Antioquia,  Medellin,  Colombia,  for  the 
training  of  stuf-ent  educators  in  literacy  methods  and  materials  preparation, 
and  for  the  preparation  and  publication  of  literacy  and  post- literacy  materials. 
By  February  196B  some  2^  titles  in  a  "literacy- ladder"  series  had  been  produc- 
ed, and  several  others  in  the  field  of  geography  were  ready  to  come  off  the 
press.  It  continues  the  publication  of  a  regular  newspaper  for  new  literates, 
Noticias  para  Ud. 

XI. 3.  PAHO  Medical  Textbook  Program 

The  Pan  American  Health  Organization  (P.'xHO/V/HO)  is  progressing  with  its 
plajas  for  the  development  of  a  program  to  supply  textboolis  to  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  speaking  medical  students.  Agreements  have  been  signed  with  l6 
countries  in  Latin  America  for  support  to  and  use  of  the  books,  with  six  of  the 
nine  National  Associations  of  Medical  Schools,  and  with  G'-i-   universities.  Var- 
ious committees  will  be  formed  such  as  the  Committee  on  Pathology  which  recently 
met  for  the  main  purpose  of  reviewing  the  broad  objectives  of  the  teaching  of 
the  subject  at  the  undergraduate  level,  as  well  as  the  teaching  methods  used, 
and  within  this  frame  of  reference,  to  recommend  those  books  more  suitable  to 
assist  in  the  iraliroveinent  of  the  teacliing  and  learning  process. 

XI. ^.  Franklin  Book  Programs 

Among  recent  contributions  to  the  work  of  FranlcLin  Book  Programs  in  Latin 
America  are  those  from  the  Gillette  Company  for  the  Centro  de  Bibliotscnia  do 
IPES  near  Rio,  the  Grace  Foundati.on,  and  the  McGregor  Fund  for  the  translation 
of  American  children's  books.  With  a  grant  from  the  Kellogg  Foundation, 
Franklin  sponsored  a  seminar  in  Brazil  for  booksellers  and  distributors,  which 
was  organized  by  the  Centro,  a  book  development  organization  established  with 
Franklin  assistance.  A  similar  seminar  \-ia.a   held  in  Mexico  with  Kellogg  sup^ 
port,  attended  by  representatives  of  Panama,  El  Salvador,  Costa  Rica,  Argentina, 
and  Brazil,  as  well  as  Mexico.  This  seminar  was  carried  out  under  Franldin 
auspices  by  the  Fundaci6n  Mexicana  del  Libro.  In  Argentina,  8^  librarians 
participated  in  a  3-nionths  training  course  for  library  work  in  children's  hos- 
pitals conducted  by  the  Fundacifin  Interamericana  de  Bibliotecologia  Franklin. 
FIBF  also  participated  in  a  training  course  for  librarians  with  the  Sscuela 
Normal  Mixta  "Juan  Llerena." 
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With  a  donation  from  Ford  Foundation,  Fi:-an^^''in  \^<.r    -•■c.de  possible  the  pub- 
lication r'l.    t:.e  tr.'inslation  into  Spanish  of  Datus  .Sniith's  A  Guide  to  Book- 

Publishinr:  (Buenos  Aires, Edit ores  Bowker) . 

.vith  assistance  from  the  Tinl:er  Foi^n.tion,  the  FunJacion  Hexicana  del 
Libro  has  initiated  a  project  to  provide  classroom  libraries  of  approximately 
73  boolco  each  throu^:hout  Mexico  uith  the  financial  sucpoi-t  of  Mexican  private 
industry.   In  Sun  Jo.s6,  Gcota  Rica,  Franh1.in  arranged  fcr  support  to  two  li- 
brariiiG  in  children's  hooV)it.--ls  vith  assistance  Zvoiw   Xerox  Corporation.   With 
financial  assistance  from  the  Conmonvjealth  Fund,  Kollo^-g  Foundation^  Population 
Cov'.ncil,  and  the  Milbanlc  Memorial  Fund,  a  3-year  pro[:ra-:i  was  launched  to  pub- 
Ij.sh  in  Spanish  and  Portu;juese  more  than  5^  i.'iedicrJ.  school  textbooks  and  refer- 
ence v\'orI:s,  and  works  in  pathology'-,  r'smo^i.-raphy,  an'',  fjj.rily  p?uanning.

In  carrying  out  the  publishing  programs,  rotating  funds  v/ere  established 
from  i^'hich  loans  v/ere  made  to  local  puMishox-s  on  a  per-titl>:?  basis  to  cover 
translation  an:-,  illustration  costs,  •..■ith  loariS  to  be  repaid  on  a  quarterly 
basis  witliin  a  year  of  publication.

The  First  Central  American  Book  Seminar  was  held  in  San  Josfe,  Costa  Rica, 
January  22-27,  1968,  with  participation  from  Argentina,  Brazil,  Mexico,  and 
Puerto  Rico  as  well  as  the  countries  of  Central  America,  It  was  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  Kellogg  Foundation,  ^ranlclin  Book  Programs,  and  the  Consejo 
Superior  Universitario  Centroamericano  (CStICA) •  ^ome  90  publishers,  book- 
sellers, distributors,  writers,  librarians,  and  educators  participated. 
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Among  the  recoruniendations  adopted  are  those  decling  v;ith  free  customs  entry 
for  paper  fcr  booh  production,  journals  and  educational  materials;  absolute 
protection  for  authors  in  respect  to  their  rights  and  economic  benefits;  pro- 
motion of  intra-Central  American  cock  fairs  to  increase  mass  sales;  promotion 
of  international  book  activities  especially  in  the  Hispanic  world,  A  C&mara 
Centroamericana  del  Libro  v/as  formed,  and  a  Central  --.nieric^.n  University  Press 
xvas  proposed. 

A  regiorjal  seminar  on  book  publishing  and  distribution  has  been  announced 
for  July  8-15  in  ^ogot4,  Colombia,  under  the  joint  auspices  of  Franlclin  Book 
Programs  and  the  Asociaci6n  Colorabiana  de  Editoresc 

The  Argentine  delegation  to  a  publishers  conference  held  in  San  Salvador 
in  1967  severely  critized  current  Cuban  publishinn;  activities  for  violation  of 
international  copyright  agreements  and  practices  regarding  royalties  to  authors, 

ention  was  nxde   01  a  recent  official  catalog  of  publications  from  Cuba  which 
lists  works  by  22  nonCuban  authors,  including  Argentines  Julio  Cortdzar  and 
Ernesto  Sabato,  the  Guatemalan  Nobel  Friz 3  winner  Miguel  Angel  Asturias,  Eay 
Bradbury  of  the  U.S,,  and  Jean-Paul  Sartre  and  Albert  Camus  of  France,  Copy- 
rights for  editions  of  these  works  in  Spanish  are  held  by  argentine  publishers 
and  have  not  been  given  to  Cuban  publishers.  The  delegation  further  complain- 
ed about  editions  of  children's  books  in  Spanish  being  published  by  countries 
behind  the  Iron  curtain  "v/ith  the  obvious  purpose  of  ideological  penetration." 

The  C&nara  Argentina  del  Libro  reports  that  in  recent  years  books  and 
tea  have  alternated  in  first  and  second  place  among  "nontraditional"  exports 
from  Argentina,  i.e.,  as  opposed  to  agricultural  products  such  as  meat  and 
wool.  More  than  315,000  packages  of  books,  averaging  10  books  per  package, 
were  exported  by  the  post  office  in  lSc6,  not  counting  shipments  made  through 
customs. 

A  "Livraria  Universit^ria"  was  recently  opened  in  the  Central  Library  of 
the  Universidade  Federal  de  Santa  Maria  in  Rio  '^rande  do  Sul,  in  agreement 
with  the  Ministry  of  Education  which  will  supply  textbooks  free  to  the  univer- 
sity students.  The  returns  from  the  sales  will  go  into  the  funds  of  the 
Central  Library  for  the  purchase  of  research  materials.

XI ,8.  Booktrade  in  the  United  States 

The  Xerox  Corporation  has  acquired  the  R.R.  Bowker  Company  whose  1967 
revenues  will  have  exceeded  S9  million.  The  Xerox  Corporation  has  also  an- 
nounced a  service  to  sell  collections  of  2,000  in-print  and  out-or-print  titles 
selected  for  a  junior  college, library,  delivered  in  a  single  order  ready  to  be 
placed  on  the  shelves,  with  cards  to  be  filed  in  the  catalog,  at  a  cost  of

XII. 1.  Project  LKER 

In  response  to  the  need  of  U.S.  school  and  public  libraries  for  books 
emd  other  library  materials  in  Spanish,  The  Books  for  the  People  Fund,  InCo, 
and  Bro-Dart  Foundation  in  October  1967  signed  an  agreement  for  the  support 
of  a  joint  Project  LEER  (Libros  Elementales  Educativos  y  Recreativos) o 
Miss  Martha  Tom6  was  employed  by  Bro-Dart  Foundation  as  Director  of  Project 
LEER,  with  Mrs.  Bertha  Last re  as  her  assistant.  Tempera ty  housing  is  being 
provided  by  the  Pan  American  Union's  Library  Developnent  Program. 

The  two  first  activities  were  concerned  with  contacts  with  publishers 
in  Latin  America,  Spain  and  the  United  States  to  obtain  review  copies  of 
children's  books  and  books  for  adults  with  no  more  than  an  8th  grade  educa- 
tion, and  with  ascertaining  the  interest  among  U.S.  libraries  and  schools 
for  a  regular  bibliographic  service  and  commercial  processing  service.

The  project  staff  engaged  itself  in  the  first  activity  while  the  Books  for  the 
People  Fund  and  the  Pan  American  Union  sent  out  announcements  with  post-card 
returns  to  determine  the  interest.  More  than  1200  returns  have  been  received 
indie  .„xng  interest  in  the  bibliographic  service   Roughly  half  of  these  are 
also  interested  in  a  procurement  service,  a  large  portion  of  which  wish  to  avail 
themselves  of  a  commercial  processing  service o 

The  annual  publication  of  a  list  of  titles  of  bookp  for  children  and  ele- 
mentary materials  for  adults,  selected  by  experts,  is  projected,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  first  list  can  be  issued  in  1969-  In  the  meantime,  however, 
the  urgency  of  the  need  for  information  on  books  which  are  available  has  led  to 
the  initiation  of  a  Project  LEER  Bulletin,  to  be  published  quarterly  at  the 
beginning.  A  second  annotated  list  will  be  issued  in  June  I968,  containing 
approximately  200  titles  of  works  which  are  now  available  to  libraries  from 
Bro-Dart,  Inc.  in  Williamsport,  Pa.  Titles  will  not  be  listed  unless  they  are 
in  stock  to  prevent  the  waste  of  time  and  discouragement  on  the  part  of  librar- 
ians who  learn  that  certain  books  have  been  published  and  then  find  they  have 
gone  out-of-print. 

A  description  of  the  history  and  development  of  Project  LEER  was  distrib- 
uted in  the  pamphlet  Project  LEER;  Books  in  Spanish* for  Public  and  School 
Librairies  in  the  United  States  (Washington,  D.Co,  Pan  American  Union,  1968. 
lOp,  Cuademos  bibliotecol6gicos  no.  kh) 

In  order  to  call  the  new  service  to  the  attention  of  educators,  educational 
planners  and  other  authorities  working  with  the  5  to  9-raillion  Spanish-speaking 
population  of  the  United  States,  Miss  Tome  and  Mrs.  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard, 
Chairman  of  the  Books  for  the  People  Fund,  participated  in  the  national  con- 
ference on  Mexican  Americans  in  Austin  in  April  and  on  Urban  Puerto  Ricaji  Youth 
in  New  York  in  May.   (See  Part  A,  VIo3.1») 

A  detailed  questionnaire  has  been  sent  to  those  who  indicated  interest  in 
Project  LEER  to  determine  what  the  reading  interests  and  needs  are  of  their 
readers  so  as  to  have  a  firmer  basis  for  selection  of  appropriate  materials. 

It  is  anticipated  that  an  effort  will  soon  be  made  to  extend  the  service 
to  programs  supplying  books  to  libraries  in  Ijatin  America  and  that  a  Spanish 
version  of  the  Bulletin  will  be  issued  regulsirly.

The  annual  meetings  of  SALALM  have  pointed  up  certain  trouble  spots  and 
reccBranended  action  to  alleviate  the  problems.  5ome  recommendations  required 
activities  on  the  part  of  SALALM  itself,  others  required  action  on  the  part 
of  others.  Informal  discussions  by  participants  of  SALALII  led  to  solutions 
involving  still  others.  An  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  follovdng  paragraphs 
to  summarize  these  areas  and  activities.  The  Secretaiy  vrould  welcome  suggest-- ^ 
ions  and/or  corrections. 

Continuing  activities  of  SALALM  include  the  following  reports:  1)  Progress

(annual);  3)  Bibliographic  activities  (annual);  4)  Microfilm  Projects 
Nevraletter  (semi-annual).  The  first  three  are  issued  as  woiicing  papers  of 
SALALM  and  the  fourth  fi'om  the  office  of  the  editor,  Suzanne  Hodgman.  Other 
continuing  activities  include:  5)  Information  on  publications  by  Cuban  exiles; 

6)  Statistics  on  library  schools  in  Latin  America;  7)  Synthesis  of  surveys 
of  Latin  American  libraries;  8)  Support  for  research  activities;  9)  SALALM 
publications  program;  10)  Cooperative  cataloging  of  Latin  American  materials; 
11)  Census  and  statistical  publications  and  other  official  documents;  12) 
Program  planning.  SALALM* s  Library  Organization  and  Personnel  has,  however, 
not  yet  worked  out  the  proced\u?e  for  nos,  6  and  7.  A  roorganized  SALALM  can 
be  e^qpected  to  give  increased  attention  to  nos,  8,  ^,   and  10.

Fast  photocopying  of  materials  can  nov;  be  achieved  with  the  pro- 
curement of  modem  equipment. 

The  AID  Book  Officer  in  Argentina  and  Argentine  publishers  report 
that  there  is  no  special  problem  now  with  book  exports  from  Argentina  when 
the  exporter  is  duly  registered,  has  sufficient  capital,  and  completes  the 
necessary  documentation  for  export  purposes. 

Booksellers  must  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  authorities  that  the  prices 
of  the  books  they  are  shipping  are  actually  the  current  ones,  and  to  do  so^ 
they  must  present  lists  and  catalogs  which  are  up-to-date  as  proof.  One 
agent  adds  the  following  to  his  invoices:   "Declaramos  bajo  juramento  que 
todos  los  datos,  detalles  y  unidades  son  los  que  rigen  al  dla  de  la  fecha, 
como  asl  tambi^n  cualquier  otro  dato  del  presente,  es  fiel  expresi6n  de  la 
verdad,"  A  preferential  airmai 1  rate  is  given  for  books  being  shipped 
northward.

Out-of-print  volumes  of  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American  Studies  vdll 
be  reprinted  by  the  Octagon  Press,  beginning  -with  Vols,  15-21^  23>   and  26  in 
September  1968.  The  University  of  Florida  Press  now  has  an  agreement  with 
Octagon  to  pick  up  and  reprint  all  volumes  as  they  go  oat  of  print  so  that 
the  full  set  will  be  kept  continuously  in  print.

There  have  been  encouraging  developments  during  the  past  year  in  the 
reprinting  of  important  research  and  teaching  publications,  long  out  of  print^ 
for  Latin  American  area  studies.  Major  reprinting  activities  may  be  siamnarizei 
by  reporting  on  the  Latin  American  Studies  Association  -  Xerox  Out-cf-Print 
Program  and  by  noting  reprints  published  by  commercial  houses. 

In  1967  the  Committee  on  Scholarly  Resources  01  the  Latin  American 
Studies  Association  began  a  program  of  inaking  currently  available  important 
research  materials  for  Latin  American  studies  which  have  been  out  of  print. 
This  program  was  implemented  through  an  agreement  with  the  XercK  Corporation. 
In  general  its  terms  are  that  the  Xerox  Corporation  will  iindertake  to  publish 
in  photoreproduced  form  -  xerographic  print  or  microfilm  -  titles  recommended 
to  it  by  the  Committee,   Through  University  Microfilms  in  Ann  Arbor^  I-iichigan, 
Xerox  Corporation  will  produce  and  distribute  such  materials.  It  has  further 
agreed  to  publish  listings  from  which  interested  individuals  and  institutions 
can  order  titles. 

The  first  v/orks  to  be  reprinted  under  this  program  were  102  selected 
reference  works  listed  in  LASA  Reprint  Project  Publication  noo  Is  Reference 
Works,  published  in  September  I967.  The  Latin  American  Studies  Association 
distributed  copies  of  Publication  no,  1^,  to  its  membership  and  University 
Microfilms  made  copies  of  this  listing  available  to  libraries.

An  agreCTient  with  the  Administration  of  the  Uriiversity  of  Puerto  Ric-vv 
made  availatle  to  the  Caribbean  Regional  Library  Keyp'onching  facilities  and 
computer  time.  Onl;^di§  Caribbean  Regional  Library  learn  that  only  computer 
time  would  be  available  because  of  the  pressures  present  at  the  Computer 
Center  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Puico«  The  Caribbean  Regional  Libraiy  had 
already  contracted  a  service  bureau  to  do  the  keypunching  pending  for  19^' 7 
materials.  This  arrangement  ^d-ll  be  continued  in  1968  with  the  cost  being 
borne  by  the  Caribbean  Regional  Library. 

These  problems  have  impeded  the  bi-monthly  Supplement  and  delayed  the 
annual  volume.  It  is  hoped^  however,  that  the  e3q:>eriencei  gained  during 
this  first  year  will  obviate  some  of  the  problems  in  the  future.  Two  of  th-^^ 
back  issues  of  the  Current  Caribbean  Bibliography  have  recently  been  released

9-11  (Part  n)  and  voliane  15 5  were  prepared  respect! vely^  by  the  Caribbean 
Regional  Library  and  the  Institute  of  Caribbean  Studies.  Both  are  being 
distributed  by  the  Caribbean  Regional  Libraryo  Institutions  in  the  Carlbbea^i 

Regional  Library  mailing  list  may  have  received  their  issues^  or  will  re- 
ceive them  shortly. 

Two  other  volumes  are  still  in  preparations  v.  12-14  by  the  Caribbean 
Regional  Libraiy^  and  v.  I6  by  the  Institute  of  Caribbean  Studies.  ¥ith 
these  issues  the  gap  that  was  left  when  we  gave  priority  to  current  materisls 
received  or  reported  during  1967  will  be  filled,  and  hopefully  each  year  will 
see  the  publication  of  a  new  volume. 

The  faith  we  had  that  a  grant  would  be  awarded  to  CODECA  for  the  im- 
plementation of  the  center  during  this  year  has  not  come  true.  Proposals 
were  submitted  to  the  National  Foundation  on  the  Arts  and  the  Humanities  anl 
the  Council  on  Libraiy  Resources,  Inc,  Both  considered  the  proposals  worth- 
while, but  infoimed  tiiat  support  was  not  feasible  at  that  time,,  Another  one, 
\rfiich  is  presently  under  consideration,  was  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of 
Research  of  the  U,  S*  Office  of  Education.  Copies  of  the  proposal  were  sent 
to  those  persons  and  institutions  that  had  endorsed  the  project^  requesting 
fpoDi  them  official  endorsement  for  a  favorable  decision^  It  is  our  belief 
that  action  must  be  taken  by  thos^^who  believe  in  the  idea  and  lobbying  done 
to  help  CODECA  and  the  Caribbean  ili^gional  Libraiy  in  obtaining  the  financial 
help  to  implement  it.

graduate  level  and  for  subsequent  in-service  training  with  the  understanding^ 
that  they  will  return  to  direct  their  university's  library  or  occupy  a  sii'nilar 
high  level  position.  This  is  especially  desirable  if  an  Americrn  librariar 
is  substituting  for  them  in  the  meantime  and  ca.n  remain  long  enough  as  an  ad- 
visor to  the  new  appointee  to  put  changes  into  effect  or  create  new  services „ 

Librarians  or  library  personnel  sire  not  encouraged  by  the  PAU  to  ^ore  to 
the  UoSo  except  as  visiters  if  they  have  less  than  full  university  preparatior.o 
The  existence  of  the  school  in  Medellln  eliminates  the  former  excuse  that  it 
is  only  in  the  U«S,  that  library  courses  can  be  taken  on  a  full  time  basis 
and  in  one  or  two  years.

The  Latin  American  Studies  Association  is  a  national^  non-profit,  professional 
organization  devoted  to  fostering  the  scholarly  interests  of  all  persons  con- 
cerned vrith  Latin  American  Studies  and  to  encouraging  more  effective  training, 
teaching  and  research  in  the  areao  It  is  a  forum,  as  well  as  an  instrument,

INTRODUCTION 


This  working  paper  is  the  seventh  annual  report  on  significant 
acquisitions  by  U.S.  libraries  in  the  field  of  Latin  American  studies. 
The  survey  has  been  carried  out  as  a  result  of  resolutions  passed  at 
the  Sixth  Seminar  (1961)  and  at  the  Ninth  Seminar  (1964) . 

Data  for  the  following  summaries  were  obtained  by  means  of  a 
questionnaire  sent  to  libraries  together  with  the  announcement  of  the 
Thirteenth  Seminar.   The  questionnaire  used  was  a  revision  of  the  one 
sent  last  year.   The  revision  merely  clarified  the  type  of  information 
desired.   In  addition,  one  question  regarding  the  acquisition  of  Cuban 
materials  by  U.S.  libraries  was  included  for  the  first  time  (see  Section 
IV).   Replies  were  received  from  50  libraries,  which  are  listed  at  the 
end  of  the  working  paper. 

Because  the  report  is  based  solely  upon  information  volunteered 
by  the  responding  libraries,  it  cannot  be  considered  definitive  nor 
complete.   Some  libraries  known  to  have  strong  collections  of  Latin 
American  materials  either  failed  to  respond  or  else  returned  their  ques- 
tionnaires too  late  for  inclusion.   Even  so,  the  survey  does  indicate 
present  trends  in  the  building  of  collections  as  well  as  serving  as  a  clear- 
ing house  for  recent  acquisitions  of  Latin  American  library  materials 
by  various  libraries  throughout  the  United  States.

Bibliographic  activity  both  in  the  United  States  aind  abroad  is  reaching 
high  proportions.  This  is  laudable  since  Latin  American  area   studies  cannot 
progress  smoothly  without  the  existence  of  these  most  useful  aides  to  re- 
search.  It  has  been  noted,  however,  that  some  bibliographers,  apparently 
unknowingly,  sire  conducting  identical  or  near  identical  research.  Obvious- 
ly, bibliographers  need  a  source  from  which  to  ascertain  what  is  being  done 
in  their  field  of  interest;  it  is  hoped  that  this  report  will  eventually 
come  to  specifically  fill  this  important  need. 

The  present  report  makes  no  pretence  to  exhaust iveness  on  the  subject, 
but  an  attempt  was  made  to  include  all  important  recent  bibliographic  works, 
both  published  and  currently  in  progress.  While  many  letters  were  sent  to 
Latin  American  centers  soliciting  information  regarding  bibliographic  acti- 
vity, the  response,  as  a  whole  was  disappointing.  Thus,  the  committee  has 
had  to  largely  depend  on  the  information  given  in  the  following  sources: 
INTEH-AMERICAN  REVIEW  OF  BIBLIOGRAPHY;  FICHERO;  BRITISH  BULLETIN  OF  PUBLI- 
CATIONS ON  LATIN  AMERICA,  THE  WEST  INDIES,  PORTUGAL  AND  SPAIN;  THE  LATIN 
AMERICAN  RESEARCH  REVIEW;  BOLETIM  INTERNACIONAL  DE  BIBLIOGRAFIA  LUSO- 
BRASILEIRA;  THE  HISPANIC  AMERICAN  HISTORICAL  REVIEW  and  HANDBOOK  OF  LATIN 
AMERICAN  STUDIES,  Unfortimately  all  entries  are  not  given  according  to 
LC,  but  it  was  nevertheless  decided  to  include  items  not  verified  because 
of  their  importance,

University  of  London 

Mr,  Bernard  Naylor  of  the  University  of  London's  Institute  of  Latin 
Araericcin  Studies  sent  a  detailed  report  of  activity  at  that  center.

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PURCHASING  RETROSPECTIVE  MATERIAI.S  AND  COLLECTIONS 

FROM  UTIN  AMERICA

r 

Booksellers  in  Europe  and  in  North  America  who  choose  to  devote  themselves 
exclusively  to  the  current  publications  of  their  respective  countries  can  do 
so  quite  simply.  In  developing  countries,  however,  as  in  those  of  Latin 
America,  recent  publications  go  out  of  print  so  swiftly  that  booksellers  in- 
terested primarily  in  new  titles  inevitably  and  not  necessarily  by  choice, 
find  themselves  involved  in  the  out  of  print  book  trade. 

IVhat  are  current  Latin  American  titles  on  the  dealers'  shelves  one  month 
may  very  well  be  out  of  print  books  the  next.  Also,  when  the  bookseller  sells 
out  his  original  supply  of  a  recent  publication,  he  may  unexpectedly  find  that 
it  has  suddenly  gone  out  of  print  and  that  he  cannot  therefore  replenish  the 
stock  needed  to  satisfy  continuing  current  demands.  If  he  is  to  fill  his 
outstanding  orders,  he  must  necessarily  resort  to  searching.   Current  Latin 
American  titles  become  "retrospective"  far  more  rapidly  than  do  those  appear- 
ing in  the  United  States  or  in  Europe. 

Stechert-Hafner's  experience  in  the  Latin  American  field  attests  to  all 
this.  Under  the  Latin  American  Cooperative  Acquisitions  Frogram  (LACAP), 
initiated  in  I960,  Stechert-Hafner  has  been  purchasing  new  titles  immediately 
upon  publication  for  distribution  to  libraries  participating  in  the  plan.  In 
addition  to  the  copies  destined  for  these  libraries,  the  firm  has  always 
purchased  a  limited  number  of  copies  for  its  own  stock  to  satisfy  the  future 
possible  demands  of  other  libraries  and  individuals.  ■  V.'e  have  found  time  and 
apain  that  once  the  original  stock  of  a  title  has  been  sold,  and  sometimes 
even  before,  replacement  copies  are  often  unobtainable.  An  interval  of  just 
a  few  months  after  publication  date  may  make  all  the  difference.   If  there 
are  additional  copies  available,  the  price  will  usually  be  higher. 

Desiderata  lists,  published  regularly  and  distributed  vd.dely,  have  proven 
to  be  a  successful  way  of  turning  up  titles  which  have  been  reported  out  of 
print  or  which,  for  one  reason  or  another,  are  no  longer  available  from  the 
original  source  of  supply.  These  lists  have  been  much  more  successful  than 
ever  before  because  of  the  development  of  LACAP  and  the  resultant  widespread 
contacts  throughout  the  Latin  American  book  world.  Though  the  results  may 
not  be  spectacular,  neither  are  they  discouraging.  Each  desiderata  list 
turns  up  about  2.^%   of  the  titles  listed.  Maintaining  even  this  standard  of 
performance,  however,  requires  speed  and  a  certain  amount  of  confidence  in 
dealers . 

Offers  which  the  firm  receives  as  a  result  of  the  desiderata  lists  must 
be  accepted  by  return  mail  and  prices  involved  must,  with  occasional  excep- 
tions, go  unquestioned.  There  is  no  time  to  quibble  about  costs,  or  to 
consult  the  libraries  for  which  an  out  of  print  book  is  intended,  as  to 
whether  or  not  it  will  pay  appreciably  higher  than  the  original  publication 
price.  Over  the  years  one  establishes  relationships  with  out  of  print  dealers 
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who  can  more  or  less  be  trusted.  It  is  essential  ti.at  their  offers  elicit 
prompt  responses  and  a  minimum  of  time-wasting  correspondence.  Otherwise  the 
interest  in  offering  and  supplying  materials  of  Latin  American  out  of  print 
dealers  gradually  dwindles  and  understandably  so. 

Success  in  locating  out  of  print  materials  depends  on  both  the  country 
and  the  type  of  publication  involved. 

The  dealers  in  those  countries  where  the  book  trade  is  more  highly  Icvel- 
oped,  as  in  Argentina  and  Mexico,  provide  the  best  service.  Sometimes,  how- 
ever, in  areas  where  the  book  trade  leaves  wuch  to  be  desired,  the  presence 
of  an  enterprising  dealer  or  tv/o  can  make  a  great  deal  of  difference,  as  it 
does  in  Uruguay  and  in  Bolivia,  ''/here  there  is  little  organization  and  less 
enterprise,  as  in  most  of  Central  America  and  the  Caribbean,  attempts  to  locate 
out  of  print  materials  by  way  of  desiderata  li-^ts  is  more  or  less  a  waste  of 
time  and  effort. 

As  might  be  expected,  titles  of  more  recent  vintage  turn  up  miore  readily 
than  those  published  many  years  ago.   And  official,  non-comr.ercial  publications 
v;hich  usually  go  out  of  print  much  faster  than  any  others,  present  the  most 
discouraging  group  of  all. 

The  search  for  specific  out  of  print  titles  by  means  of  desiderata  lists 
can  be  supplemented  by  consulting  catalogs  and  lists  which  Latin  American 
booksellers  circulate.  This  is,  however,  a  laborious  method  and  in  these 
days  of  personnel  shortages,  ]uite  often  an  impractical  one. 

7,lien  circumstances  permit,  it  may  prove  worthwhile  to  conduct  one's  search 
for  specific  out  of  print  publications  right  on  the  spot  by  traveling  to  Latin 
America.  Hovrever,  unless  the  materials  sought  include  substantial  publications 
such  as  periodical  sets  or  complete  sets  of  authors  or  other  collected  works, 
and  unless  there  is  the  possibility  of  purchasing  materials  on  a  fairly  sub- 
stantial scale,  such  an  approach  may  not  be  economically  worthwhile. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  reprinting  will  become  much  m.ore  widespread  in 
Latin  American  publishing  than  it  is  at  present.  V.'ith  some  noteworthy  excep- 
tions such  as  the  reprints  of  Medina  in  Chile  and  of  other  important  titles 
in  Mexico,  Argentina,  and  Brazil,  not  much  is  being  done  to  bring  worthwhile 
titles  back  into  print.  It  is  no  doubt  uneconomical  as  yet  for  Latin  -imerican 
publishers  to  follow  the  example  of  those  firms  in  Europe  and  in  the  United 
States  which  have  brought  thousands  of  formerly  out  of  print  titles  back  into 
circulation. 

Until  reprinting  in  Latin  American  countries  catches  on  as  it  has  in  other 
countries  many  important  publications  will  simply  remain  unobtainable  no  matter 
how  diligently  they  are  sought  out. 

The  purchase  of  large  collections  and  complete  libraries  is  one  of  the  best 
v^ays,  sometimes  the  only  way,  to  acquire  important  retrospective  Latin  American 
publications.  Contrary  to  the  situation  in  Europe  and  in  the  United  States 
where  the  number  of  libraries  available  for  purchase  has  dwindled  steadily 
during  the  past  decade  or  two,  substantial  collections  do  continue  to  appear 
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on  the  Latin  American  scene  fairly  often.  As  the  expected  redistribution  of 
wealth  in  Latin  America  progresses  during  the  years  ahead,  one  can  expect  that 
privately  owned  libraries  will  continue  to  turn  up  on  the  market,  perhaps  even 
more  frequently  than  they  do  at  present. 

Success  in  acquiring  worthwhile  collections  depends  to  a  great  extent  on 
the  contacts  which  one  establishes  over  a  period  of  time  with  scholars  and 
others  in  Latin  America  who  are  in  influential  positions  and  individuals  con- 
nected with  the  book  trade.  Not  only  do  such  contacts  often  reveal  the  exist- 
ence and  availability  of  libraries,  they  are  indispensable  also  once  negotia- 
tions for  purchase  get  under  way. 

Transactions  for  purchasing  collections  tend  often  to  be  nuite  involved 
and  it  is  therefore  important  that  the  purchaser  be  well  acquainted  with  the 
local  laws  and  regulations  concerning  export  and  that  he  have  an  appreciation 
of  the  customs  and  the  temperament  of  the  people  with  whom  he  is  dealing. 
The  oxvner  of  a  collection  may  have  an  inflated  idea  of  the  monetary  or  schol- 
arly value,  or  both,  of  his  books.   It  is  therefore  necessary  to  evaluate  the 
library  carefully  and  to  determine  independently  whether  the  contents  are  really 
worthwhile,  how  much  of  the  m.aterial  may  be  worthless  and  ./hat  a  realistic  price 
should  be.  The  owner's  opinions  about  all  these  considerations  may  be  far  dif- 
ferent than  those  of  the  intended  purchasers,  and  very  often  are. 

Once  an  understanding  has  been  reached  about  the  purchase  of  a  collection, 
there  are  other  obstacles  that  can  arise  which  m.ay  detenrdne  the  success  or 
failure  of  a  particular  transaction.   First  of  all,  there  are  the  local  lav/s 
which  must  be  observed  regarding  the  export  of  rare  publications.  Even  >/hen 
there  are  no  legal  barriers,  it  doesn't  necessarily  follow  that  negotiations 
will  be  successful.  Native  cultural  groups,  or  institutions  which  may  wish 
to  keep  the  collection  within  the  country  can  very  well  have  a  deciding  voice 
in  the  matter. 

A  collection  was  recently  offered  for  sale  in  one  of  the  Latin  American 
countries  by  a  family  which  over  the  years  had  built  up  an  impressive  library 
of  basic  materials.  Though  there  were  no  legal  restrictions  preventing  its 
export,  the  National  Library  nonetheless  was  instrumental  in  preventing  its 
sale  abroad.  It  offered  a  substantially  higher  price  bat  the  deal  was  never 
consummated  for  lack  of  funds.  Though  there  is  little  likelihood  that  this 
National  Library  will  be  able  to  go  through  with  the  purchase  in  the  foreseeable 
future,  public  opinion  is  powerful  enough  to  prevent  the  collection  going 
abroad,  and  the  ovmers  simply  can  take  no  further  action,  at  least  not  until 
the  furor  dies  down  and  some  time  has  passed. 

There  is  also,  almost  invariably,  the  bureaucratic  hurdles  which  must  be 
cleared.   Customs  officials  may  suddenly  resurrect  regulations,  often  juite 
vague,  concerning  duties  which  must  be  paid  to  get  the  books  out  of  the  country. 
It  is  not  unheard  of  that  the  amount  of  such  duties  can  be  drastically  reduced 
if  one  approaches  the  right  people  and  uses  some  gentle  persuasion.  There  are 
also  the  ever-present  postal  reg'dlations,  governing  size  of  parcels,  requiring 
complicated  forms  which  must  be  filled  out  and  innumerable  stamps  which  must  be 
affixed.  Packing  and  shipping  a  library  out  of  Latin  -American  countries  is  no 
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simple  matter.   It  takes  skill,  diplomacy,  and  above  all,  a  knov/ledge  and 
understanding  of  the  way  of  life  within  the  country;  which  is  also  true  to 
some  extent  in  the  acquisition  of  all  out  of  print  material  even  v;hen  pur- 
chases are  made  on  a  title  by  title  basis. 
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UNDERGRADUATE  COLLECTIONS: 
RETROSPECTIVE  AND  CURRENT 
TITLES

This  bibliography  was  developed  with  two  purposes  in  mind.   The  first  was 
to  determine  exactly  what  titles  might  be  needed  in  an  undergraduate  program 
in  Latin  American  Area  Studies.   The  second  was  to  determine  the  use  of 
retrospective  titles  in  undergraduate  collections. 

Forty-three  institutions  were  listed  in  The  College  Blue  Book  as  giving 
undergraduate  degrees  in  Latin  American  Area  Studies.   A  request  for  the  re- 
quired or  "reserve  room"  reading  lists  was  sent  to  each  of  the  libraries  at 
these  institutions.   Seventeen  responded,  sending  164  lists.   Courses  included 
are  in  Anthropology,  Art,  Economics,  Geography,  History,  Latin  American  Studies 
(in  most  cases,  survey  courses  of  literature  and  culture  in  Latin  America), 
Political  Science,  Sociology  and  Spanish  and  Portuguese. 

The  original  group  of  individual  titles  numbered  over  2000.   From  these 
were  segregated  the  English  language  monographs  which  are  listed  here.   Still 
to  be  published  are  the  titles  in  languages  other  than  English  (Spanish, 
Portuguese,  and  a  very  few  German  and  French  publications) ,  and  the  series  and 
journals  to  which  undergraduates  were  referred  for  reading.   There  are  555 
foreign  language  titles  and  approximately  100  journals  and  series. 

The  group  of  titles  appearing  in  this  list  was  analyzed  for  a  number  of 
factors.   Of  the  1,092  titles  here,  342  were  required  reading  in  more  than  one 
institution^   Five  hundred  and  ninety-one  are  retrospective  titles.  (For  purposes 
of  this  paper  "retrospective"  was  defined  as  out-of-print  or  reprinted  titles.) 
There  are  few  surprises  in  the  results  of  an  analysis  by  subject.   The  number 
of  titles  and  the  percentage  of  retrospective  titles,  by  fields,  is  as  follows:

From  the  results  here,  it  would  appear  that  libraries  buying  only  in-print 
material  would  not  be  meeting  the  needs  of  students  of  Latin  America.   It  is 
for  this  reason  that  the  bibliography  is  presented.   If  these  are  the  materials 
that  professors  feel  are  needed  by  undergraduates  in  this  field,  perhaps  publi- 
cation of  the  list  will  encourage  reprinting  or  microfilming  the  still  unavailable 
titles. 
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All  the  usual  attempts  were  made  to  be  consistent  and  accurate,  with  the 
usual  results.   Titles  were  checked  in  Books  in  Print  and  the  National  Union 
Catalog.   Information  included  here  is  the  NUC  entry  and  enough  information  to 
identify  the  publisher  and  date  of  publication.   An  attempt  was  made  to  give 
original  publication  data  for  all  reprinted  titles,  but  some  titles  are  listed 
with  only  the  reprint  data.   There  is  only  one  cross-reference  which  was  so 
glaringly  needed  that  we  could  not  resist  its  inclusion. 

In  the  following  list,  the  titles  marked  with  an  asterisk  {'^)   were  listed 
by  more  than  one  institution.  Those  marked  with  an  x  are  titles  m  print  when 
the  list  vj-as  compiled.

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PRESERVATION  OF  LATIN  AMERICAN  RETROSPECTIVE  MATERIAL  IN  MICROFORM 
IN  THE  RESEARCH  LIBRARIES  OF  THE  NEW  YORK  PUBLIC  LIBRARY

Since  the  Latin  American  retrospective  materials  of  The  Research  Libraries  of 
The  New  York  Public  Library  are  generally  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  important 
collections  in  the  United  States,  the  Libraries  have  a  responsibility  for  their  care  and 
preservation.    This  responsibility  is  reflected  in  the  Libraries'  policies  and  procedures 
for  the  care  and  preservation  of  all  of  its  collections .    Not  only  do  The  Research 
Libraries  preserve  materials  for  reader  or  internal  use,  but  the  Photographic  Service 

and  the  Library  of  Congress  Photoduplication  Service  are  considered  the  two 
major  non-commercial  publishers  of  microform  materials  in  the  United  States. 

The  Research  Libraries  also  make  every  effort  to  cooperate  with  preservation 
policies  and  practices  as  recommended  by  other  institutions  and  national  organizations. 
Whenever  possible,  the  Libraries  cooperate  with  reprint  publishers  in  the  lending  of 
Research  Libraries'  materials  for  reprinting. 

Division  chiefs  and  subject  specialists  responsible  for  selecting  Latin  American 
materials  recommend  and  forward  material  in  need  of  preservation  to  the  Collections 
Preservation  Coordinator,  who  reviews  all  suggested  materials  for  microreproduction 
and  who  is  responsible  for  integrating  current  programs  involved  with  preservation 
problems. 

Titles  in  need  of  microreproduction  are  discovered  through  special  projects, 
general  inventories  and  shelf  reading  of  the  collections,  and  reader  use.     Catalogers, 
searchers  and  other  members  of  the  staff  of  Preparation  Services  who  prepare  or  pro- 
cess material  for  the  shelf  or  bindery  scrutinize  newly  acquired  monographic  and  serial 
titles  for  purposes  of  preservation. 

Although  there  is  no  formal  program  for  the  preservation  of  Latin  American 
materials,  two  of  The  Research  Libraries'  special  preservation  projects  -  (1)  the 
Gazettes  Program,  and  (2)  the  Cellar  Project  should  be  mentioned  here  since  retrospec- 
tive Latin  American  materials  are  included. 

The  Gazettes  Program  is  continuing  on  much  the  same  basis  as  it  has  since  its 
inception.    The  titles,  with  the  dates  of  the  official  government  gazettes  being  filmed, 
are  listed  in  The  New  York  Public  Library's  Publications  in  Print  and  Titles  Available 
on  Microfilm  (New  York,   1967).    Positive  microfilm  of  these  titles  are  available  through 
the  Photographic  Service  Division. 

Of  the  approximately  forty  gazette  titles  being  filmed  currently  for  the  Latin 
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American  countries,  baclc  files  are  generally  available  since  the  late  194U's  and  195U's. 
The  Diario  Oficial  of  Brazil  (1900-1966)  and  Le  Moniteur  of  Haiti  (1849-1966)  represent 
longer  runs  of  back  files  which  have  been  filmed. 

An  estimated  45,000  of  the  130,000  volumes  housed  in  the  Libraries'  cellar  are 
in  need  of  preservation.    An  effort  will  be  made  to  fill  gaps  and  complete  serial  titles 
through  the  purchase  of  microfilm  from  other  libraries  or  commercial  publishers. 

Although  the  number  of  volumes  or  titles  is  not  yet  available,  there  are  retro- 
spective files  of  Latin  American  periodicals  and  documents  which  will  be  considered  for 
preservation. 

In  addition  to  these  projects.  The  Research  Libraries  continue  to  microfilm  not 
only  current  holdings  but  also  hack  files  of  significant  Latin  American  titles  worthy  of 
preservation. 

Listings  of  all  titles  which  The  Research  Libraries  have  transferred  to  micro- 
film are  reported  currently  for  inclusion  in  the  National  Register  of  Microform 
Masters,  the  Microfilm  Clearinghouse  Bulletin  and  the  S.A.L.A.L.M.  Microfilming 
Project  Newsletter.    Titles  were  previously  reported  in  the  Union  List  of  Microfilm 
(Final  cumulation  for  the  years  1949-1959.  published  in  1961). 

Ail  materials  in  The  Research  Libraries  transferred  to  microform  by  the 
Photographic  Service  Division  are  available  on  microfilm  reels  or  microfiche.    The 
titles  which  are  microfilmed  are  on  35mm  film.    The  negative  film  is  retained  as  a 
master  and  a  positive  film  is  made  for  public  or  reader  use. 

The  Libraries'  microfiche  program  which  started  as  an  experiment  is  expanding. 
Material  which  is  no  larger  in  size  than  8-1/2"  x  11"  and  no  more  than  3,  000  pages  in 
length  (with  56  pages  on  one  fiche)  has  been  preserved  in  this  form.    A  submaster  nega- 
tive fiche  is  made  from  the  16mm  master.    A  duplicate  negative  fiche  is  made  for 
public  or  reader  use.    Approximately  one-third  of  the  1,200 titles  preserved  in  this 
form  are  of  Latin  American  interest. 

As  of  June  30,   1967,  the  total  number  of  microfilm  reels  in  The  New  York  Public 
Library  was    80,207.    This  figure  includes  reel  additions  of  5,223  for  the  year  1966-67. -'■ 
Separate  statistics  are  not  available  for  microfilmed  Latin  American  titles,  although 
approximately  70  serial  and  document  titles  have  been  reported  for  inclusion  in  the 
S.  A.  L.  A.  L.M.  Microfilming  Project  Newsletter  since  1964. 

A  general  review  of  the  collections,  however,  would  indicate  that  priority  be

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given  to  preservation  of  materials  from  Latin  America  since  a  very  considerable  part 
of  the  publishing  output  is  on  poor  paper  and  is  likely  to  deteriorate. 

The  Research  Libraries  annual  budget  for  material  preserved  in  microform  is 
$75,000.     Additional  funds  may  be  appropriated  by  the  Board  f)f  Trustees  for  special 
projects. 

The  3M  Company  through  its  contract  with  The  Research  Libraries  has  micro- 
filmed selected  titles  from  the  Libraries'  collections.    These  titles  are  included  in  the 
Catalog  of  Titles  Available  on  Microfilm  published  by  the  3M  Company  in  January,  1968. 
This  catalog  includes  three  Latin  American  titles:    (1)  Historia.     Lima,  Peru.    v.   1-3 
no.   10  (Mar/Apr  i943-Apr/July,    1945).    1  reel;   (2)  La  Lucha"~Havana.    Apr  22,    1898-

titles  are  obtainable  in  positive  or  negative  35mm  microfilm. 

For  some  years.  The  Research  Libraries  have  been  interested  and  active  in  the 
experimentation  and  research  concerning  both  the  development  of  acid  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  printed  materials  in  forms  other  than  microcopy.    Although  there  are  techniques 
for  producing  acid-free  paper  and  for  reducing  the  acid  content  in  printed  materials, 
application  of  these  processes  to  library  collections  and  acquisitions  have  not  yet 
developed  to  the  point  where  they  are  economically  feasible  on  a  large  scale.    The 
library  community  anticipates,  however,   that  technological  and  economic  problems  re- 
lated to  the  preservation  of  library  materials  in  the  original  form  can  and  will  be  re- 
solved within  the  next  decade . 

This  paper  has  been  devoted  primarily  to  the  preservation  of  Latin  American 
materials  already  in  the  collections  of  The  Research  Libraries.  Division  chiefs 

and  selection  officers  peruse  regularly  and  make  recommendations  from  catalogs  and 
announcements  of  both  foreign  and  domestic  commercial  microform  publishers, 
prospectuses  of  cooperative  microfilm  projects,   and  bibliographies  pertaining  to  all 
types  of  microform  (including  microfilm,   microfiche  and  microcard).    The  Guide  to 
Microforms,         University  Microfilm  OP  and  Dissertation  Abstracts  are  routed  to  all 
divisions  and  selection  officers.     If  an  item  already  in  the  Libraries  is  recommended 
for  purchase,  the  original  is  checked  for  condition  or  gaps,  and  ordering  and  pur- 
chasing is  based  on  the  needs  of  the  collections. 
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Cooperative  Cataloging  of 
Latin  American  Materials

During  the  9th  SALALM  conference  at  St.  Louis  in  June,  196^,  an  ad-hbc 
committee  was  formed  to  establish  a  cooperative  cataloging  project  for  mate- 
rials purchased  by  various  research  libraries  through  Stechert-Haf ner 's  Latin 
American  Cooperative  Acquisitions  Project.  The  idea  for  a  SALALM  sponsored 
cooperative  cataloging  plan  arose  as  an  expansion  of  an  agreement  between 
libraries  of  the  University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles  and  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, two  institutions  which  were  already  exchanging  cataloging  copy  for 
Peruvian  and  Colombian  titles  purchased  on  blanket  orders  through  LACA?. 
Informal  commitments  were  made  by  a  number  of  participants  in  the  SALALM 
meeting  to  join  the  Cornel 1-U . C. L .A.  agreement,  and  the  Committee  designed 
a  plan  of  operations.  Other  libraries  were  invited  to  participate  following 
the  St.  Louis  conference. 

Simply  stated,  the  plan  provided  for  an  exchange  and  sharing  of  cata- 
loging copy  (main  entry  cards)  among  participants  for  titles  being  received 
on  LACAP  blanket  orders.   By  spreading  the  cataloging  responsibilities  by 
country  among  ten  libraries,  it  was  possible  to  provide  complete  coverage  of 
the  area  included  in  Stechert-Haf ner '  s  LACAP  operations.   Each  participant 
agreed  to  provide  haste  cataloging  for  Its  country  or  geographic  area  of 
responsibility  and  to  mail  copy  for  the  titles  it  cataloged  to  the  other 
nine  institutions.  Although  the  project  was  viewed  as  a  temporary  plan,  the 
Committee  felt  that  a  simple  exchange  of  main  entry  cards  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible would  achieve  several  objectives. 

First,  an  opportunity  would  be  provided  for  participating  libraries  to 
avoid  a  duplication  of  time  and  effort  by  sharing  the  responsibility  of 
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cataloging  approximately  2,400  titles  per  year  from  a  restricted  body  of  mate- 
rials which  each  was  receiving  on  blanl<et  orders  from  the  same  source  of  supply. 
Secondly,  through  the  project's  request  that  haste  cataloging  priority  be  assigne 
by  each  participant  to  its  country  or  area  of  responsibility,  it  was  hoped  that 
cataloging  copy  for  LACAP  titles  would  be  available  sooner  to  other  libraries 
as  a  result  of  more  rapid  reporting  to  the  National  Union  Catalog.  This  rapid 
exchange  and  reporting  would  be  facilitated  by  Stechert-Haf ner 's  efforts  to 
supply  institutions  with  books  corresponding  their  country  responsibilities  on 
a  weekly  basis,  whenever  possible. 

Five  university  libraries  (Cornell,  Duke,  Kansas,  North  Carolina  and  the 
University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles)  began  exchanging  cards  covering  ten 
Latin  American  countries  in  September,  ]S6k.      Entrance  into  the  project  by  five 
additional  University  libraries  (Florida,  Illinois,  Stanford,  Texas  and  the  Uni 
versity  of  Southern  California)  provided  a  total  area  coverage  for  LACAP  titles  I 
by  July  of  the  following  year.   However,  complete  coverage  was  temporary,  lasting 
only  until  October,  1966.   By  that  time  events  had  led  to  a  more  permanent  and 
satisfactory  arrangement  provided  by  the  funding  of  Title  lie  of  the  Higher 
Educat  ion  Act, 

In  the  early  stages  of  SALALM's  cooperative  cataloging  project,  the  pos- 
sibility of  the  Library  of  Congress  cataloging  LACAP  books  under  a  PL  480  type 
operation  was  explored.   Such  a  plan  would  have  required  the  dealer,  Stechert- 
Hafner,  to  pay  the  Library  of  Congress  for  the  costs  of  cataloging  and  supplying 
proof  copy  of  titles  supplied  by  LACAP  on  a  rush  basis.   Stechert-Haf ner  could 
have  reproduced  card  sets  from  L.C  proof  to  accompany  the  books  furnished  to  its 
clients,  passing  on  the  charges  to  those  libraries  wishing  to  purchase  card  sets. 
Shortly  thereafter  hope  arose  that  the  inclusion  of  Brazil  under  Public  Law  480 
would  provide  publications  and  accompanying  card  sets  for  a  selected  number  of 
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research  libraries.   However,  neither  of  the  two  activities  materialized. 

While  the  SALALM  committee  was  involved  only  in  the  cataloging  of  LACAP 
materials,  there  was  great  Interest  in  other  developments  which  could  provide 
greater  payoff  and  achieve  more  comprehensive  coverage  than  was  possible  under 
its  own  limited  operation.   The  first  significant  development  occured  in  January, 
1965,  when  representatives  of  a  number  of  research  libraries  met  in  Washington 
to  discuss  a  national  acquisitions  plan  for  Latin  American  materials  being 
explored  by  the  Library  of  Congress.   Mr.  Stanley  West,  Director  of  Libraries, 
University  of  Florida  presented  to  the  group  "A  Proposed  National  Cooperative 
Acquisitions  Plan  for  United  States  Institutions  With  Latin  American  Interests." 
As  a  consultant  to  the  Library  of  Congress  Mr.  West  concluded  that  his  proposal, 
with  one-third  of  its  funding  borne  by  outside  private  support,  one-third  by  the 
Library  of  Congress,  and  one-third  by  twenty  subscriptions  from  American  research 
libraries,  could  over  a  five-year  period  insure  the  acquisition  of  10,000  to 
15,000  Latin  American  titles  per  year  for  the  Library  of  Congress,   The  Library 
of  Congress,  guaranteeing  haste  cataloging  for  the  publications,  would  distri- 
bute LC  cards  to  the  supporting  libraries.   Under  this  plan  at  least  two  acqui- 
sitions officers  would  be  required  in  the  field  to  assist  in  securing  the  publi- 
cations both  for  the  Library  of  Congress  and  participating  libraries.   As  a  pilot 
activity  the  plan  would  have  tested  the  feasibility  of  such  activity  in  one  world 
area  which  would  have  served  later  planning  for  expansion  into  other  world  regions 
A  primary  function  of  the  project  was  to  rally  support  for  the  Library  of  Congress 
in  expanding  its  program  of  acquisition  and  cataloging  to  better  serve  research 
needs  of  the  nation.  Total  costs  of  the  entire  plan  over  a  five-year  period  were 
estimated  at  $2,300,000,   Alternatives  suggested  by  the  report  proposed  that  a 
single  library  might  be  contracted  by  the  Library  of  Congress  to  catalog  current 
Latin  American  titles.   The  SALALM  cataloging  operation  was  viewed  as  a  less 
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desirable  alternative. 

In  the  following  year,  the  University  of  Texas  Library  proposed  a  cataloging 
service  for  LACAP  materials.  The  service  would  have  given  comprehensive  coverage 
to  LACAP  titles,  providing  cataloging  copy  within  o-e  month  of  their  receipt. 
Designed  to  bridge  the  gap  of  time  before  the  Library  of  Congress  would  be  able 
to  expand  its  acquisitions  and  cataloging  of  Latin  American  materials,  the  plan 
would  also  have  served  as  an  experiment  in  the  decentralized  cataloging  of  a 
well-defined  category  of  research  materials. 

The  third  and  final  development  materialized  with  federal  funds  enabling 
the  Library  of  Congress  to  initiate  its  "National  Program  for  Acquisitions  and 
Cataloging."  The  program  obviously  prospered  where  others  had  not  because  it 
was  funded  by  the  federal  government.  The  NPAC  project  now  has  95  participating 
libraries  and  maintains  shared  cataloging  offices  in  ten  countries.   Shared 
cataloging  coverage  is  maintained  for  five  additional  countries  which  do  not 
require  overseas  offices.   While  NPAC's  only  Latin  American  operation  is  located 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  additional  funds  could  expand  Latin  American  coverage  in  the 
future.   For  the  benefit  of  LACAP  subscribers,  the  Library  of  Congress  shared 
cataloging  practice  now  includes  Latin  American  titles  received  through  LACAP, 
A  LACAP  symbol  at  the  bottom  of  the  LC  proof  identifies  the  titles  cataloged  In 
the  NPAC  project.   Due  to  the  success  of  the  National  Program  for  Acquisitions 
and  Cataloging,  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  continue  the  SALALM  project. 

A  final  review  of  the  SALALM  project  would  reveal  obvious  weaknesses.  A 
variance  in  cataloging  practices  among  the  participating  libraries  and  the 
failure  of  some  to  provide  copy  on  a  haste  basis  were  the  most  common.   However, 
In  spite  of  these  shortcomings,  the  project  remained  active  for  more  than 
three  years  and  provided  significant  benefits  for  the  participants.   Cataloging 
copy  for  a  total  of  7,^97  titles  has  been  exchanged  among  the  ten  libraries  since 
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the  plan  was  initiated  in  1964,   The  peak  of  the  program  was  reached  during  1965, 
the  first  full  year  of  operation,  when  copy  for  3,1^8  titles  was  distributed.   The 
decline  in  1966  to  2,875  titles  and  in  I967  to  1,071  titles  corresponds  to  the 
implementation  of  the  National  Program  for  Acquisitions  and  Cataloging  by  the  Library 
of  Congress.   Largely  due  to  NPAC  coverage,  proof  for  only  I3I  titles  was  exchanged 
on  the  SALALM  project  from  January  to  May  of  this  year.
